Newark, N. J., January 2, 1934. 


A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of New- 
ark, N. J., was held on the above 
date, in the Commissioners’ Chamber, 
City Hall, Newark, at 11 A. M. 


Present: Commissioners Duffy, 
Franklin, Minisi, Parnell, Mayor El- 
lenstein, 


The minutes of meeting of Decem- 
ber 29th, 1933, were read and ap- 
proved. 


Commissioner Franklin introduced 
the following ordinance and moved 
its adoption on first reading. 


The clerk then read the ordinance 
as follows: 


An Ordinance to secure the purity 
of alcoholic beverages, and to prevent 
deception in the distribution and sale 
thereof, in the City of Newark. 


The Board of Commissioners of the 
City of Newark, Do Ordain: 


Section 1. No person or persons, 
firm or corporation, shall distribute 
or sell, or offer for distribution or 
sale, or have ın possession, with m- 


tent to distribute or sell, in the City 
of Newark, any alcoholic beverage 
which under the provisions of this 
ordinance shall be deemed to be adul- 
terated or mis-branded. 


Section 2. The term “alcoholic 
beverage,” as used in this ordinance, 
shall include any fluid or solid cap- 
able of being converted into a fluid, 
suitable for human consumption, and 
having an alcoholic content of more 
than one-half of one per centum by 
volume, including beer, lager beer, 
ale, porter, naturally fermented wine, 
treated wine, blended wine, fortified 
wine, sparkling wine, distilled liquors, 
blended distilled liquors and any 
brewed, fermented or distilled liquors 
fit for use for beverage purposes or 
any mixture of the same, and fruit 
juices, 


Section 3. For the purpose of this 
ordinance, an “alcoholic beverage” 
shall be deemed to be adulterated: 


(a) If any substance has been 
mixed or packed with it so as to 
reduce or lower or injuriously 
affect its quality or strength. 


(b) If any substance has been sub- 
stituted wholly or in part for’ 
the article 


(e) If any valuable constituent has 
been wholly or in part extracted. 


(d) If it be mixed, artificially col- 
ored, or stained, in a manner 
whereby inferiority is concealed. 


(e) If it contain any added poison- 
ous or other added deleterious in. 
gredient which may render such 
article injurious to health. 


Section 4. For the purpose of this 
ordinance, an “alcoholic beverage” 
shall be deemed to be mis-branded: 


(a) If it be an imitation of another 
article, and is offered for sale un- 
der the distinctive name of the 
othey article. 


(bi If it be labeled or branded so 
as to mislead the purchaser. 


(c) If the package containing it, 
or its label, shall bear any state- 
mert, design or device, regard- 
ing the ingredients or the sub- 
star.ces contained therein, which 
statement, design or device, shall 
be false or misleading in any 
parvicular. 


Section 5. No person or persons, 
firm or corporation, shall distribute 
or sell, or offer for distribution or 
sale, or have in possession, with in- 
tent to distribute or sell, in the City 
of Newerk, any whiskey, unless there 
is Securely affixed to the container a 
“label stating in legible type whether 
the same is ‘straight whiskey,’ ‘blend- 
ed whiskey,’ or ‘imitation whiskey,’ 
and, in addition, a statement as to the 
contents.” The following information 
shall be required ag to the contents 
of the said whiskey: 


(a) In the case of “straight whis- 
key,” the age thereof. 


(b) In the case of “blended whis- 
key,” 


1. If it contains any straight 
whiskey or whiskies, the age 
and percentage thereof of each 
by volume. 


2. If it contains any added grain 
(ethyl) alcohol, the percentage 
thereof by volume. 


3. If it contains added color and, 
or, flavor, the words “artificial- 
ly colored and, or, flavored.” 


(c) In the case of “imitation whis- 
key,” the ingredients contained 
in the mixture, and the words 
“artificially colored and, or, flav- 
ored.” 


Section 6. For the purpose of this 
ordinance, the following alcoholic bev- 
erages are defined: 


(a) Straight whiskey is the liquor 
resulting from distillation of fer- 
mented infusion of grain, the 
process being carried out in a pot 
still or some other form of still 
constructed so that the resulting 
liquor contains not only the al- 
cohol, but also the greater part 


of the congeneric substances 
which are vaporized with the al- 
cohol. 


(b) Blended whiskey is the liquor 
resulting from a mixture of two 
or more straight, whiskeys, or a 
mixture of straight whiskey with 
diluted grain (ethyl) alcohol, 
with or without added color or 
flavor. 


(c) Imitation whiskey ig grain 
(ethyl) alcohol colored and, or, 
flavored, in imitation of straight 
whiskey, and which is not 
straight or blended whiskey. 


Section 7. No person or persons, 
firm or corporation, shall distribute or 
sell, or offer for distribution or sale, 
or have in possession, with intent to 
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distribute or sell, in the City of New- 
ark, any whiskey marked for “medic- 
inal use,” which is not of the strength, 
quality, and purity, prescribed in the 
latest United States Pharmacopoeia. 


Section 8. Any person or persons, 
firm or corporation, violating any sec- 
tion of this ordinance, shall, upon con- 


. vietion thereof, pay a penalty of not 


exceeding Fifty Dollars ($50.00) for 
the first offense, or not exceeding 
thirty (30) days in jail, or both, and 
for every subsequent offense, a pen- 
alty of not exceeding Two Hundred 
Dollars ($200.00), or not exceeding 


thirty (30) days in jail, or both. 


Section 9. All ordinances and parts 
of ordinances inconsistent with the 
provisions of this ordinance be and 
the same are hereby repealed, and 
this ordinance shall take effect im- 
mediately upon final passage and pub- 
lication in accordance with law.

South of 
the City Hall we have laid waste valu- 
able land for the purpose of mere 
parking of automobiles and show- 
cases. How can we pay expenses 
when the most valuable land is turned 
over to mere showcase purpoSes and 
gasoline stations, and things that 
should be occupying the least valuable 
tracts? 


Mr. Michael M. Chanalis, 9 Clinton 
Street: 
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I appear for the Howard Savings 
Institution which owns property at 90 
Clinton Avenue, 91 Clinton Avenue, 9T 
and 99 Clinton Avenue, one of the 


properties adjoins this property 
which is to be used for a gasoline 
station. Before the Adjustment 


Board this application was approved 
by a three to two vote. The argument 
presented before the Board was that 
they were going to put up a beauti- 
ful gasoline station. If that forms a 
reason for granting permits, then 
there is no reason why a beautiful 
gasoline station should not be put. up 
on Mt. Prospect Avenue or in the 
Forest Hill section or in the resi- 
dential section of Clinton Avenue.

I am speaking for and in behalf of 
the Arcand Realty Company, and as 
a real estate broker of.the City of 
Newark. In the last fifteen years 
there hag been a change in that neigh- 
borhood. What better reason can 
there be for a gasoline station at this 
point than heavy traffic. The neigh- 
borhood demands it.

The minutes of regular meeting 
held February 6th and special meet- 
ing held February 9th, 1934, were 
read and approved. 


Commissioner Parnell introduced 
the following ordinance and moved 
its adoption on first reading. 


The Clerk then read the ordinance 
. as follows: 


An Ordinance relating to the City 
Budget and establishing a Budget 
Bureau. 


The Board of Commissioners of the 
City of Newark, Do Ordain: 


Section 1: There is hereby estab- 
lished in the Department of Revenue 
and Finance a Budget Bureau, under 
the direction of a Budget Director, 
and whose compensation shall be fixed 
and determined by the Board of Com- 
missioners, 
Section 2: At least thirty days 
prior to the beginning of the fiscal 
year, the Budget Director shall pre- 
pare and transmit to the Board of 
Commissioners a tentative budget set- 
ting forth in detail an estimate of the 
financial requirements and the financial 
resources of the city for the succeed- 
ing fiscal year, in the form herein- 
after more specifically provided for 
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With the tentative budget, the Bud- 
get Director shall transmit to the 
Board of Commissioners a budget 
message containing a concise state- 
ment of the financial condition of the 
municipality, the fiscal policy under- 
lying the proposed budget, and all the 
reasons for such fiscal policy. Such 
message shall also summarize so as to 
show the balanced relations between 
them, the aggregates of proposed ex- 
penditures, and the aggregates of an- 
ticipated income, whether from taxes 
or otherwise, duly classified as to 
sources, with a similar summary for 
the preceding and for the current 
fiscal years presented in parallel 
columns. 


Section 3: Every department, office, 
board or body, to which appropria- 
tions are made or which shall have 
authority to expend any monies pro- 
vided for in the budget, whether to 
be raised by taxes or otherwise, shail 
at least ninety days before the be- 
ginning of the next fiscal year, tran- 
mit to the Budget Director an esti- 
mate in detail of the monies required 
for the proper function of such de- 
partment, office, board or body during 
the coming fiscal year, together with 
an estimate of revenues which may 
accrue to such, dzpartment, office, 
board or body. Corresponding figures 
of the expenditures made and reve- 
nues received during the preceding 
and current fiscal years shall be sub- 
mitted at the same time the figures of 
the current fiscal year to be estimated 
for the portion unexpired. Such es- 
timateg and comparative figures shall 
be presented in such form as the Bud. 
get Director shall prescribe, and it 
shall be the duty of the Budget Di- 
rector to confer with the makers of 
such estimates and to assist them in 
the preparation thereof. After sub- 
mission of such estimates, the Budget 


Director may require additional de- 
tails or further subclassification in re- 
lation tc such estimates. 


Section 4: The tentative budget 
when transmitted by the Budget Di- 
rector to the Board of Commissioners 
shall become the basis for the budget 
finally to be adopted by the Board of 
Commissioners subject, however, to 
such modifications and alterations as 
the Board shall determine upon after 
hearing thereon as provided by law. 


Section 5: The budget as trans- 
mitted by the Budget Director and as 
finally adopted by the Board of Com- 
missioners, shall provide both for cur- 
rent expenses and for capital outlay 
during the fiscal year for which such 
budget is adopted, properly segregat- 
ed, and shall show the proposed ex- 
penditures of the several budget units 
whether for current expenses or for 
capital outlay. The proposed expend- 
itures shall be presented under such 
divisions of function and by such bud- 
get classes as the Budget Director 
shall prescribe, and shall in all events 
be so detailed as to fixed charges, 
personal services, materials and sup- 
plies, and similar classifications as to 
give a reasonable comprehenvive pic- 
ture of the needs of each budget unit 
and the sums appropriated to meet 
them, The proposed expenditures of 
every publicly owned and every pub- 
licly operated utility or enterprise 
shall be separately set forth under 
the proper budget unit with similar 
detail. 


Section 6: In addition, the budget 
shall set forth the amount of revenue 
anticipated to be received during the 
fiscal year for the purpose of financ- 
ing the expenditures authorized. Such 
revenues shall be set up by classes 
and sub-classes in such a way as to 
show the amount to be appropriated 
from surplus revenue, from miscel- 
laneous revenues allocated to the sev- 
eral sources thereof anticipated to be 
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received during the fiscal year, and 
the amount to be raised by taxes. 
Section 7: In addition to the es- 
timates of expenditures and revenues, 
the budget shall include: 


A—A statement cf the city’s bond- 
ed indebtedness under classes 
showing interest, amortization 
and redemption requirements, the 
amount of authorized and unis- 
sued bonds, the debt limitation, 
and the remaining borrowing 
capacity. 


B—A full statement showing the 
condition of every surplus rev- 
enue account and the total of pro- 
posed expenditures to be made hy 
appropriation therefrom. 


C—A detailed statement of the 
miscellaneous revenues of the 
preceding and of the current fis- 
cal years estimated so far as 
may be necesSary for the current 
fiscal year. Such statement shall 
include all monies received by the 
municipality from sources other 
than the tax levy and surplus 
revenue accounts. 


Section 8; For the purpose of com- 
parison, similar figures of expendi- 
tures and revenues for the pre- 


ceding and current fiscal years, 
estimated so far as may be nec- 
essary as to the current fiscal 


year, shall be set up beside the an- 
ticipated items of expenditures and 
revenue for the coming fiscal year. 


Section 9: With the advice of the 
officers or departments responsible for 
their respective operation, the Budg3t 
Director shall prepare and transmit 
to the Board of Commissioners at the 
same time the tentative budget and 
budget summary are transmitted, a 
separate and supplementary budget 
for each public utility and for each 
revenue producing enterprise owned 
or operated by the City, and the items 


carried ın the general budget in re- 
lation to such utility or enterprise 
shall be consistent with the items of 
proposed expenditures and anticipated 
revenue shown in the respective sup- 
plemental budgets. 


Section 10: Such supplemental 
budgets shall be in general form sim- 
ilar to the general budget and shall 
include expenditures for administra- 
tion, operation and maintenance, for 
debt amortization and redemption 
charges, and for all proposed capital 
expenditures during the ensuing fiscal 
year. It shall similarly show the an- 
ticipated income from such utility or 
enterprise and any means of financing 
any anticipated deficit in income from 
operation. Comparative figures for 
the preceding and current fiscal years 
shal] be included therein. Every sup- 
plementary budget shall be a public 
document open to public inspection, 
but need not be published. 


Section 11. In addition to the 
duties hereinbefore assigned to the 
Budget Director, it shall be his duty 
in conference with the several spend- 
ing agencies of the city, immediately 
upon the adoption of the budget, to 
prepare a work program of the sev- 
eral spending agencies under which 
the appropriations are to be expend- 
ed, and shall periodically and not less 
than quarterly report the status of 
the accounts of the several spending 
agencies in relation to such work pro- 
gram. Similar special reports affect- 
ing one or more of such spending 
agencies may be made to the Board 
of Commissioners when the Budget 
Director shall deem advisable. 


Section 12: In addition to the Bud- 
get Director, there shall be establish- 
ed inthe Budget Bureau such clerks 
end assistants at such salaries as the 
Board of Commissioners shall from 
time to time determine.

Commissioner Franklin introduced 
the following ordinance and moved its 
adoption on first reading. 


The clerk then read the ordinance 
as follows: 


An Ordinance to prohibit false 
labels and misrepresentation in the 
sale of certain food products and to 
provide penalties for the violation 
thereof. 


The Board of Commissioners of the 
City of Newark, Do Ordain: 


1. It shall be unlawful for any per- 
son, persons, firm, partnership or cor- 
poration in the City of Newark to 
sell or expose for sale in any restau- 
rant, hotel, meat market, butcher 
shop, delicatessen store or other place 
where food products are sold, any ar- 
ticle of food falsely represented as 
“kosher” either by direct statements, 
orally or in writing or by display of 
the word “kosher” in English or He- 
brew letters, or by the display of any 
sign or mark in simulation of such 
word or by display of any insignia, 
six pointed star or any mark which 
might reasonably be calculated to de- 
ceive or lead a reasonable person to 
believe that a representation is be- 
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ing made that the food exposed for 
sale or sold is “kosher” or prepared 
in accordance with orthodox Hebrew 
religious requirements; or for any 
Such person, persons, firm, partner- 
ship or corporation to, with intent to 
defraud, sell or expose for sale any 
meat or meat preparation and fa.sely 
represent the same to be “kosher” 
whether such meat or meat prepara- 
tion be raw or prepared for human 
consumption or as having been pre- 
pared under and of a product or pro- 
duets sanctioned by the orthodox He- 
brew requirements; or falsely repre- 
sent any food product or the contents. 
of any package or container to be so 
constituted and prepared by having vr 
permitting to be inscribed thereon the 
word “kosher” in any language. 


2. It shall be unlawful for any per- 
son, persons, firm, partnership or cor- 
poration in the City of Newark to sell 
or expose for sale in the same place 
of business, both “kosher” and “non 
kosher” meat or meat preparations, 
either raw or prepared for human 
consumption, unless he indicates on 
his window signs and all display ad- 
vertising in block letters at least four 
inches in height, “kosher and non- 
kosher meat sold here.” 


3. The inspectors designated as 
“kosher” food inspectors by the New- 
ark Board of Health or any ore of 
them, shall have full and free access, 
ingress and egress to all places of 
business, buildings, shop or store, 
where they have, or any one of them 
has cause to suspect that the provi- 
sions of this ordinance are being vio- 
lated; and he or they shall have the 
right to open and examine any pack- 
age or vessel containing or believed 
to contain any article of food which 
maye be sold, or exposed for sale, or 
served or exposed for service, or had 


ım possession with intent to sell or 
serve in violation of the provisions of 
this ordinance and may inspect che 
contents thereof and may take there- 
from samples for examination. 


4. Any person, persons, firm, partner- 
ship or corporation violating any of 
the provisions of this ordinance shall, 
upon conviction thereof, be punished 
by a fine not to exceed the sum of 
two hundred dollars ($200) or by im- 
prisonment for not more than ninety 
(90) days in the county jail, or both, 
for the first offense, and by a fine of 
not more than five hundred ($500) 
dollars or by imprisonment for not 
more than ninety (90) days in the 
county jail, or both, for the second 
and subsequent offenses. 


5. All ordinances and parts of or- 
dinances inconsistent with the provi- 
sions of this ordinance be and the 
same are hereby repealed. 


6. This ordinance shall take effect 
immediately upon final passage and 
publication in accordance with law.

Mr. Zemel: Director Duffy’s De- 
partment I found ig running 64 police- 
men short of his required quota, mak- 
ing a savings on the basis of $2,500 
a year for each man, of $160,000. I 
find that he is 78 firemen short of the 
quota, making a savings of $195,000. 
I find he has done away with the po- 
lice commissioner, the fire commis- 
sioner, the building commissioner and 
the license commissioner. I find that 
he done away with most of his license 
crew. I also find where he has hired 
at the minimum pay young men to do 
the work of the policemen who used 
to draw $2,500 a year for clerical 
work, thereby making a large savings 
in the Police Department, which over 
the 1931 budget shows—the 1931 bud- 
get for the Fire Department was $2,- 
555,000; the 1934 budget for the Fire 
Department is $2,077,900, showing a 
savings of $477,100. He has done just 
about as well in his Fire Depart- 
ment; and it shows a savings in both 
departments of close to $1,000,000 or 
thereabouts. And Commissioner 
Duffy’s budget, in my opinion is O. K. 


Commissioner Franklin’s budget I 
find, outside of one or two instances, 
is all right. Theer has been great 
savings in the conduct of the City 
Hospital and the Board of Health and 
the Alms House. 
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Mayor Ellenstein’s Department has 
also shown savings. But I find that 
he has too many engineers. 


Mayor Ellenstein: We haven't 
enough engineers now. We are tak- 
ing care of about 4,500 people for the 
CWA and that we furnish engineering 
service and supervision on all those 
projects, and the City is getting the 
benefit of that. We are administer- 
ing not to one department but to three 
departments over normal times.

Mayor Ellenstein: The Law De- 
partment has asked for a postpone- 
ment of a week because it is incom- 
patible with the State Law. 


Mr. Henry Green: Mr. Mayor, isn’t 
there something wrong that an ordi- 
nance is introduced without first being 
referred to the Law Department? 


Mayor Ellenstein: The ordinance 
was drawn by the Law Department. 
If it is necessary for the Law De- 
partment to amend it it will then, of 
course, have to be advertised and car- 
vied over for two weeks. The Law 
Department has not determined as yet 
whether it will be necessary to amend, 
but they require more time to look 
into the law. Now, I do not see any 
serious objection to that. It is unfor- 
tunate these people came down here. 


There are some people who desire 
the ordinance. Now, it is only fair 
that we hear them at a public hear- 
ing, and if you have any objection to 
it you can voice your opinion then. 
But the question now before the Com- 
mission is why this ordinance should 
not be adjourned for a week. 


Mr. Max Meisner, Lefcourt Build- 
ing: You have asked that this be put 
over because you desire to amend the 
ordinance. It indicates that this or- 
dinance is to be taken up. I therefore 
think that it would be proper and best 
to have that ordmance discussed now 


as to whether or not there should be 
any ordinance at all. We are of the 
opinion there should be none. 


Mayor Ellenstein: It would not be 
proper Mr. Meisner, because there 
may be some people who were here 
and have left here with the under- 
standing that the ordinance would be 
adjourned for another week. There 
are phases of it that the Law Depart- 
ment is uncertain as to whether or 
not it is incompatible with the Staie 
Law. It may be their judgment, after 
niaking a close examination of the 
law, that there isn’t anything in the 
ordinance that is incompatible, and 
the public hearing will then be had 
next Tuesday.

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Mr Meyer Zemel Mr Mayor and 
Commissioners, for the welfare of the 
community, both Jews and Gentiles, I 
would ask the introducer of the ordi- 
nance to withdraw it. Hearing none, 
I will ask his Honor the Mayor— 

Mayor Ellenstein: Hearing noce 
what? 


Mr. Zemel: Not hearing the maker 
of the ordinance or the one that pre- 
sented that ordinance to withdraw it, 
I will proceed further. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You do not ex- 
pect that ordinance to be withdrawn 
just on that bland statement, do you? 


Mr. Zemel: For peace sake. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Go ahead. Prc- 
ceed. 


Mr. Zemel: Well, I will ask his 
Honor, the Mayor, to withdraw en- 
tirely from the consideration of this 
ordinance on account of his friend- 
ship for some of the Rabbis who are 
involved in this ordinance. As a fair 
and square deal, I am ready and will- 
ing to have these four Gentiles judge 
this ordinance— 


Mayor Ellenstein: Now, wait a min- 
ute. Just a minute. You know, you 
make me blush for you to inject any- 
thing like that of a personal nature. 
If you have any objections to the or- 
dinance just state them without bring- 
ing in religious questions, which is. 
unnecessary. 


Mr. Zemel: It is religious sir. I as 
a representative Hebrew of my. race. 
am satisfied to let these four men sit 
as a jury. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Just a minute. 
Just state your objections. 


Mr Zemel- In the City of Newark 
we have approximately eighty or 


eighty-five thousand souls of Hebrew 
extraction. Those twenty thousand 
Hebrew families are compelled, 
through their religious beliefs, to pur- 
chase their meat through 120 or 130 
butchers who are an air-tight com- 
bine. The Jewish people of the City 
of Newark pay forty and fifty cents 
a pound for meat because of that con- 
dition. There are eight or ten inde- 
pendent butchers under the supervi- 
sion of a Rabbi of an independent 
nature. These eight or ten independ- 
ent buteners conduct their business 
where a poor Jew can go and buy a 
pound of meat for eight, ten or 
twelve or fifteen cents. We have a 
state law which makes it a crime for 
anyone to misrepresent meat that is 
not fit for a person of Hebrew ex- 
traction to eat. Why do you want 
this law? 


Mayor Ellenstein: I will tell you 
why, because there is misrepresenta- 
tion, and it is protecting those Jews 
who are orthodox and who desire 
kosher meat. Now, you think a per- 
son should be permitted to perpetrate 
a fraud upon another by representing 
that the meat is kosher when as a fact 
it is not. If there is a representation 
that the meat is kosher and it is 
found that it is not kosher, that is a 
fraud, isn’t it? 


Mr. Zemel: That is the law now. 
Why do you want another law? 


Mayor Ellenstein: To further 
strengthen the law. This ordinance 
will permit a police court judge to dis- 
Dose of the matter. The police mag- 
istrate will determine whether or not 
the meat is kosher, and if it is found 
to be kosher, that disposes of the 
matter, end there is no fraud. The 
Board does not propose to concentrate 
the power in any one or two or three 
Rabbis. On the contrary, the final au- 
thority to determine whether meat is 
kosher is vested in any Rabbi; any 
Rabbi who is qualified to determine it 
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then disposes of the matter. There is 
No intenetion to regulate religion; it 
is the sale of meat; and certain orth- 
odox Jews want to purchase kosher 
meat; ard where there is misrepre- 
sentation, irrespective of which 
Rabbi passes on it, it is not necessary 
for the Rabbi tohave a badge if the 
Rabbi can determine and is qualified 
to do, as every Rabbi is, that meat 
is kosher, that disposes of the matter. 
It is unnecessary under this ordinance 
that the stamp of approval be put 
upon it by any one Rabbi or group of 
Rabbis. This ordinance simply fol- 
lows. the state law and just gives the 
sitting magistrate the opportunity of 
disposing of this, that is all. 


Mr. Kenneth L. Rickel, representing 
the Association of Orthodox Congre- 
gations of Newark; Mr. Abram Po- 
peck, 2 Farley Avenue; Rabbi Julius 
Silberfeld, 32 Ingraham Place and Mr. 
Mordecai L. Lipis, Lefcourt Building, 
appeared and objected to the pro- 
posed ordinance. ` 


Mr. Harry H. Kuskin, 43 Goodwin 
Avenue, presented a petition request- 
ing passage of the ordinance; Mr. 
Raymond Black, 687 Springfield Ave- 
rve, Mr. David Goldberg, 54 Watson 
Avenue; Mr. Louis Weiss, 24 Com- 
merce Street, and Rabbi Blumenfeld, 
94 Rose Terrace, favored passage of 
the ordinance. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there any 
other person who desires to be heard? 


(No response). 


Commissioner Franklin: I move 
you, Mr. Mayor, that this matter be 
referred back to conference for the 
purpose of receiving the program of 
the churches when they are ready;

Mayor Ellenstein: The conference 
will be two weeks from yesterday, 
and you have two Mondays to appear 
before the Commission in. conference, 
next Monday and the Monday follow- 
ing. ` 


Mr. Rickel: It is going to be very 
hard to get the masses together dur- 
ing the holidays. It won’t harm any- 
one, and I assure you it will be for 
the welfare of the community. 


Mr. Lipis: I think two weeks is 
plenty. 


Mayor Ellenstein: If you cannot ac- 
complish it in two weeks we will take 
up the question of a further adjourn- 
ment at that time. l

Street: Mr. Mayor and gentlemen of 
the Commission, when Mr. Solomine 
appeared before the Board of Adjust- 
ment and made his number known as 
to how many objectors there were, he 
had, he said, nineteen objectors. 


Mayor Ellenstein: How about those 
in the immediate vicinity, the adjoin- 
ing property owners, are they all op- 
posed to it? 


Mi. Mango The adjoming property 
owners are relatives. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Are they opposed 
ty it? 


Mr Mango: Naturally, they are 
opposed to it. And Mr. Mirone owns 
across the street on the northwest 
corner. He is Mr. Steffalli’s father- 
in-law. Now, to the north of the 
property in question is Mr. Steffan- 
elli’s private home. When the appli- 
cant for the gasoline station across 
the street made his application to the 
Board of Adjustment some time ago, 
Steffanelli brought to same -objectors 
to that application. An on the ad- 
journed hearing, which is the second 
time that that hearing came before 
the Board, he withdrew his objections. 
He first objected to it and then with- 
drew his objections. Now he comes 
along and tells the same story with 
the property in question. He then 
said that he would never—that is, the 
applicant before you—would never 
get his gas station permit if it was 
not for him, because he knew how to 
control it, and for a price—tI say this 
because I can prove it and I have got 
people here—for a price he offered to 
withdraw his objection as to this per- 
mit. Now, I say his conduct is ex- 
tremely inconsistent. It is not right, 
it is not fair, to say the least. 


Commissioner Parnell: He offered 
you a price to withdraw? ` 

Mr. Mango: Mr. Steffanelli offered 
a price—that is, he said for an offer 
of a price, by Mr. Core’s paying the 
price, Steffanelli would withdraw his 
objection. Now, if he wants to make 
a business of it, if he wants to cap- 
jtalize his ownership and his relation- 
ship and their ownership of property 
in that ngiehborhood, then we are 
subject to his control and not to the 
control of this Commission. 


Commissioner Frankin How many 
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gasoline stations are there within a 
distance of four blocks either way 
from this site? 


Mr. Mango: There is one directly 
across the street on the southeast 
corner, and there is one on the corner 
yf Eleventh Street and Bloomfield 
Avenue.

Commissioner Franklin: And a lit- 
tie further down? 


Mr. Mango: They are mostly— 


Commissioner Franklin: Below 
Eleventh Street how many are there 
within a distance of three of four 
‘locks? 


Mr. Mango: They run all the way 
from Sixth Street up on the left side 
—no, the right side. 


Commissioner Franklin: Probably a 
dozen from Sixth Street to Twelfth 
Street. 


Mr. Mango: Yes, they go right up 
to the City line. This is right near 
the City line. I think the City line 
rung through at Thirteenth Street. 


Mr. Solomine: I want to correct one 
impression. When Mr. Steffanelli 
was asked by one of the members of 
the Zoning Board, Mr. McDermott, 
whether he had withdrawn his op- 
position to the station across the 
street, he emphatically said no. And 
Mr. Steffanellj is here. 


Mr. Mango: The record that was 
drawn by the stenographer, Mr. Pas- 
kow of the Board insisted on a re- 
sponsive answer. He avaded the ques- 
tion four times The fifth time he 
msisted on a responsive answer, 


“Did you withdraw vour objection on 
the second meeting?” He said, “Yes.” 
That is a matter of record before the 
Board of Adjustment. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there any 
other person who desires to be heard? 


Mr. Louis Steffanelli: I do. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You want to 


speak in opposition? 
Mr. Steffanelli: Yes. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You have had 


your opportunity. 


Mr. Mirone: I forgot one word. We 
are going to build a bank on the op- 
posite side, and if he builds a gasoline 
station the bank withdraws. We got 
a plan already drawn, and we want to 
see better business men than you run 
on gasoline. Two or three months you 
see a bank if you drop this proposi- 
tion. And if not, we have to broke 
cur bark. 


Commissioner Duffy: I feel there 
are sufficient gas Stations along the 
avenue there. I move the application 
be not concurred in.

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In the enforcement of this rule, the 
Department of Health of the City of 
Newark will hold that the following 
enumerated foods and other foods of 
the same general character, must be 
securely covered at all times by 
cases of glass, wood or metal: 


Meats; Sauerkraut; Fruits, dried; 
Bananas (with edible portion ex- 
posed); Melons (if cut); Bakery pro- 
ducts (when not wrapped); Fish; 
Dates; Pickles; Oysters; Confection- 
cry; Olives; Figs; Nuts, shelled; Pop- 
corn. 


Prepared foodstuffs, such as: 
Bakers’ goods. 


Dried fruits, such as dates, figs, 
peaches, prunes, apricots, etc. 


Pickled products, such as pickles, 
chili sauce, etc. 


Cereal products, such as tapioca, 
breakfast foods, etc. 


Fruit products, such as apple but- 
ter, jellies, jams, etc. 


Meat products, such as dried, salted 
or smoked fish, veal loaf, pickled pigs’ 
feet, chipped beef, boiled ham, mince- 
meat, or other foods prepared for eat- 
ing, or subject to the attacks of 
worms or flies. 


The following enumerated foods 
must be securely covered at all times 
with gauze or mosquito netting: 


Apples; Grapes; Currants; Berries; 
Peaches; Plums. 


The following enumerated foods 
may be displayed outside the stores 
for sale without covering, if they are 
elevated at least eighteen inches 
above the sidewalk: 


Pineapples; Melons (uncut); Nuts; 
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Potatoes; Bananas; Green Peas (in 
pod); Tomatoes; Onions; Cabbage; 
Asparagus; Beets; Radishes; Turnips; 
Cauliflower; Oranges; Carrots; Green 
Beans (in pod); Sweet Potatoes; 
Grape Fruit; Cucumbers; Lemons; 
Parsnips.

1. On and after the effective date 
of this ordinance, all automatic ainuse- 
ment games of the type commonly 
known and designated as bagatelle, 
baseball, or pin amusement games, or 
similar machines or devices, operated, 
maintained or used in any public or 
quasi-public place, or in any building, 
store or other place wherein the pub- 
lic are invited, or wherein the public 
may enter, and particularly, but not 
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by way of limitation, all coin operat- 
ed automatic amusement devices, of 
the type commonly known as baga- 
telle games, baseball games, or pin 
amusement games, or similar ma- 
chines or devices, operated, maintain- 
ed or used ag aforesaid, shall be X- 
censed by the Director of Public Safe- 
ty of the City of Newark before the 
same shall be placed, operated, main- 
tained or used within the municipal 
limits of the said City of Newark. 


2. The licenses for placing, opera- 
tion, maintenance or use of such 
amusement devices or machines men- 
tioned aforesaid shall be issued for 
the calendar year, commencing Jan- 
uary ist, and expiring December 31st 
at midnight, and the fee for the is- 
suance of a license shall be Four Dol- 
lars ($4.00) for the said calendar 
year, or any part thereof. 


3. Before any device or machine 
mentioned aforesaid shall be placed, 
cperated, maintained or used in any 
place prescribed by this Ordinance, 
there shall be affixed thereto, in a 
conspicuous place so that the same 
shall be easily and quickly identified, 
the license issued by the Director of 
Public Safety of the City of Newark, 
for the operation thereof, and no ma- 
chine shall be so placed, operated, 
maintained or used after the effective 
date of this Ordinance until this be 
done. 


A The license issued pursuant to 
this Ordinance shall, on its face, dis- 
close jts serial number, the name and 
post office address of the licensee, and 
shall disclose the cost or charge for 
the use of said machine, and shall 
briefly state that the machine to 
which the same is affixed is licensed 
far operation by the City of Newark. 


5 Nothing contained within this 
Ordinance shall prohibit the holder of 
this license from using the same with- 
in the calendar year for which it is 
issued, upon additional] machines, pro- 
vided the cost or charge for the oper- 
ation of said machines be the same, 
and provided further that if the said 
ticense is removed from any machine 
taken. out of use and placed upon an- 
other machine put in use, the machine 
from which it is taken shall not ke 
again used until and unless a license 
be affixed thereto as required by this 
Ordinance. 


6. No more than fifty (50) such 
licenses shal] be issued to any person, 
firm, or corporation operating ma- 
chines coming within the purview of 
this ordinance for any one calendar 
year. f 


7. No more than fifteen hundred 
(1,500) licenses for machines or de- 
vices within the purview of this or- 
dinance shall be issued by the Di- 
rector of Public Safety within any ^ne 
calendar year, and of this total no 
more than three hundred (800) li- 
censes shall be issued for said ma- 
chines or devices in which the charge 
for use or operation is less than five 
cents. 


8. The Director of Public Safety 
is hereby authorized to delegate any 
and all powers and duties conferred 
upon him by this Ordinance to any of 
his subordinates as he may deem nec- 
essary or proper, and the Director of 
Public Safety may, in his discretion, 
require periodical reports from the li- 
censees to whom licenses are issued, 
but not oftener than one in every 
month, requiring them to disclose the 
type machine to which the license is 
affixed, the maunfacturer’s serial 
number of said machine, the location 
or locations of said machine during 
the period covered by the report, and 
the name and address of the owner or 
possessor of the location, whose per- 


ywission the licensce obtained for lo- 
cating the machine on such premises, 
or any such place, and the Director of 
Public Safety may require that this 
report be rendered to him under oath. 


9. No license shall be issued under 
this Ordinance to any person who has 
been convicted of a crime, and further 
no license shall be issued to any per- 
son who has been convicted of any of- 
fense against either the Crimes Act 
of the State of New Jersey, the Dis- 
crderly Persons Act, or against any 
City Ordinance, if the said offense for 
which the applicant was convicted was 
one of gambling, and, in the event 
that any licensee shall be convicted of 
any crime or shall be convicted of the 
offense of gambling, contrary to the 
Crimes Act, the Disorderly Persons 
Act, or any Municipal Ordinance, then 
the license of such person shall be 
forthwith cancelled and revert to the 
City of Newark, and all machines to 
which the said license may be affixed, 
or upon which it may appear, shall be 
deemed to be operated in violation of 
this Ordinance. 


10. Every applicant for a license 
shall fill out a form of application 
disclosing his name, post office ad- 
dress, whether or not he has been con- 
victed of any crime or offense within 
the purview of this Ordinance, the 
number of machines he desires to op- 
erate, and such other information as 
the Director of Public Safety of the 
City of Newark shall deem either nec- 
essary or proper, and the fee for the 
issuance of the license shall be pay- 
able immediately upon the issuance 
thereof. ° 


11. Any operator of any device or 
machine within the purview of this 
Ordinance, and this shall include any 
person, firm, partnership, association, 
corporation, trustee or receiver, who 
shall knowingly and wilfully permit, 
use, or permit to be used, any of the 
machines heensed thereunder for pur- 


poses of gambling, shall be deemed to 
be guilty of a violation of this Ordi- 
nance, and punishable therefore as 
hereinafter provided, but nothing in 
this Ordinance shall be construed to 
prevent the giving, granting or 
awarding of prizes, other than money 
prizes, to the person displaying the 
greatest amount of skill and adroit- 
ness in the operation of such machine 
during any daily, weekly or monthly 
period, provided, however, that no 
differen; charge or cost for the use of 
said machine shall be made in cases 
where eny prize is offered, and pro- 
vided further that the awarding of 
such prize shall be for the exercise 
of skill in the playing or operation of 
the said machine or device. 


12. No machines coming within 
the purview of this Ordinance shall be 
licensed, used, placed, maintained or 
operated in any location within two 
hundred (200) yards of any school. 


13. The word “person” or the word 
“operator” as used in this Ordinance 
shall mean any person, firm, partner- 
ship, corporation, association, trust, 
trustee or receiver. 


14. Any person violating any pro- 
vision of this Ordinance shall be sub- 
ject to a fine not exceeding Two Hun- 
dred Fifty ($250.00) Dollars, to be 
assessed and recovered in any Police 
Court of the City of Newark, or, in 
the case of a corporation or associa- 
tion, to be recovered in an action of 
debt in any court of competent juris- 
diction, or shall be sentenced to the 
Essex County Jail for a period not ex- 
ceeding thirty (30) days, or both, and, 
in addition thereto the Director of 
Public Safety may, in his discretion, 
revoke the permit or permits of any 
person so convicted if he is the holder 
of the same. 


15. Jf any section, clause or pro- 
vision of this Ordinance shall be ad- 
judged invalid such adjudication shali 
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apply only to that section, clause or 
provision so adjudged, and the re- 
mainder of the Ordinance shall con- 
tinue valid and effective. 


16. <All Ordinances or parts of Or- 
dinances inconsistent with, or con- 
flicting with this Ordinance are here- 
by repealed, and this Ordinance shall 
take eifect immediately upon final 
passage and publication according to 
law.

I hereby call a special meeting of 
the Board of Commissioners to be 
held in the Mayor’s Office on Satur- 
day morning, April 28th, 1984, at 
eleven o'clock, for the purpose of 
amending the Tax Ordinance, and 
adopting bond resolution.

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The City Clerk presented An ordi- 
nance relating to taxes for the year 
1934, and stated that tecay was the 
time fixed for hearing on the same. 


The Beard then entered upon said 
hearing. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Does any citizen 
desire to be heard on this ordinance? 


Mr. Meyer Zemel suggested that 
the Publie Service pay taxes on per- 
sonal property asseSed at $100,000,- 
000. 


Mayor Ellenstein suggested that 
Corporation Counsel Boettner gather 
facts and prepare a bill to be intro- 
duced in the Legislature permitting 
the city to tax the Public Service in 
that way, saying that Jersey City is 
weary of the gross receipts tax and 
would doubtless support Newark in 
an effort for a change. 


Mr. Zemel stated he noticed that 
the engineers are going to the courts 
in an effort to get their pay put back 
to what it was. He stated if they 
are not satisfied let them look for 
other jobs. 


Mayor Ellenstein stated he can’t do 
anything about it because he is con- 
fronted with civil service; that his 
hands are tied in that respect. 


Mr. Zemel made a plea to the 
Mayor to give the street cleaners 
more work. 


Mayor Ellenstein stated he could 
not do this inasmuch as Mr. Brady 
told him the other day that he is go- 
ing way over his budget now. 


Mr. Charles S. Taylor of the New- 
ark Taxpayers Association stated 
there are too many departments in the 
City Hall. He suggested a stagger 


system for municipal employees, and 
a grouping of all engineering work 
under one head. 


Mr. Zemel stated the city would get 
far more money in taxes if the five 
per cent gross receipts tax were done 
away and the levy made on the basis 
of assessment of personal property 
owned by the various Public Service 
companies here and taxes paid at the 
city’s prevailing rate. 


There being no one else to be heard, 
Commissioner Minisi moved that the 
hearing be closed.

Commissioner Minisi: I am going 
to make a motion that we amend the 
tax ordinance, but I would like to 
make a statement so that my position 
will be perfectly clear. I think it was 
the desire of the Board of Commis- 
sioners of the City of Newark to 
make every reasonable effort to keep 
the tax rate as low as possible. My 
people are heavy taxpayers in this 
City. I am satisfied that the Com- 
missioners did everything within their 
power to keep the tax rate down to a 
point where we had it originally but 
this was impossible in view of the 
action taken by the Board of Free- 
holders. In view of that fact I think 
some drastic step must be taken. We 
are not here to play politics and I 
know the taxpayers resent having 
their taxes increased. The people, 
however, insist on receiving the same 
degree of service that they received in 
past years. We receive many, many 
communications from the people 
throughout the city to maintain a 
high standard of service, demanding 
that the school system be kept unim- 
paired and, on the other hand, we re- 
ceive communications insisting that 
the school budget be cut. Many, many 
others insist just as strenuously that 
the school system be maintained ‘in its 
present high degree of efficiency. 


The County of Essex, however, has 
taken steps to enforce the payment of 
the debt due the county from the City 
of Newark. They have a writ of 
mandamus in their possession, and if 
it is enforced the City will practically 
come to a standstill. She schools will 
either have to close or the school 
teachers will be compelled to work 
without salary; the policemen, fire- 
men and all the other employees of 
the City will be in the same position. 


Commissioner Duffy: In seconding 
the motion Į want to make my posi- 
tion clear. Earlier in the conference 
with the Commissioners and the Citi- 
zens’ Finance Committee I stated I 
was opposed to the city selling the 
property for unpaid taxes; that I was 
opposed to the higher rate of inter- 
est for delinquent taxes and also to 
the amalgamation of all pension 
funds. At the present time we have 
no alternative, and I therefore second 
the motion. 


Commissioner Parnell: As chief fi- 
nancial officer I want to state my 
position very plainly. I have ex- 
pressed my opinion in the past. I 
don’t think the city is faced with such 
a crisis that necessitates the inclu- 
sion of the sum of $2,770,000 in the 
budget. This is no time to place any 
additional burden upon our taxpayers. 
For this reason I most certainly am 
opposed to add anything by putting 
any additional sum in the budget of 
the city that is going to increase the 
burden upon our citizens. Į vote no. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Of course I am 
cpposed to increasing the tax rate, 
but in this instance we have no other 
alternative. It must be realized that

part of this money appropriated will 
be held as a surplus account for the 
taxpayers. The county of Essex has 
obtained a writ of mandamus against 
the City for the payment of county 
and state taxes. If this writ were en- 
forced the county could levy on all 
the moneys coming into the City of 
Newark and thereby cripple our 
whole structure. It is very distasteful 
te the commissioners to increase the 
tax rate this year, but there is no 
other alternative but for us to put 
that adcitional sum in the budget if 
we are to prevent the county from 
coming down upon us and making 
effective the writ of mandamus. I 
therefore vote yes.

‘cperated automatic amusement de- 
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vices, of the type commonly known as 
hagatelle games, baseball games, or 
pin amusement games, or similar ma- 
chines or devices, operated, maintain- 
ed or used as aforesaid, shall be :i- 
censed by the Director of Public 
Safety of the City of Newark before 
the same shall be placed, operated, 
maintained or used within the munici- 
pal limits of the said City of Newark. 


2, The licenses for placing, opera- 
tion, maintenance or use of such 
amusement devices or machines men- 
tioned aforesaid shall be issued for 
the calendar year, commencing Janu- 
ary 1st, and expiring December 31st, 
at midnight, and the fee for the issu- 
ance of a license shall be four dollars 
($4.00) for the said calendar year, or 
any part thereof. 


8. Before any device or machine 
mentioned aforesaid shall be placed, 
operated, maintained or used in any 
piace prescribed by this Ordinance, 
there shall be affixed thereto, in a con- 
spicuous place so that the same shall 
be easily and quickly identified, the 
license issued by the Director of Pub- 
lie Safety of the City of Newark, for 
the operation thereof, and no machine 
snall be so placed, operated main- 
tained or used after the’ effective date 
of this ordinance until thig be done. 


4, The license issued pursuant to 
this ordinance shall, on its face, dis- 
close its serial number, the name and 
post office address of the licensee, and 
shall disclose the cost or charge made 
for the use of said machine, and shall 
briefly state that the machine to 
which the same is affixed is licensed 
for operation by the City of Newark. 


5. Nothing contained within this 
Ordinance shall prohibit the holder of 
this license from using the same with- 
jn the calendar year for which it is 
issued, upon additional machines, pro- 
vided the cost or charge for the op- 
eration of said machines be the same, 
and provided further that if the said 
license is removed from any machine 
taken out of use and placed upon 
another machine put in use, the ma- 
chine from which it is’ taken shall 
not be again used until and unless a 
license be affixed thereto as required 
by this Ordinance.

8. The Director of Public Safety is 
hereby authorized to delegate any and 
all powers and duties conferred upon 
him. by this Ordinance to any of his 
subordinates as he may deem neces- 
sary or proper, and the Director of 
Public Safety may, in his discretion, 
require periodical reports from the 
licensees to whom licenses are issued, 
but not oftener than ‘once in every 
month, requiring them to disclose the 
type machine to which the license is 
affixed, the manufacturer’s serial 
number of said machine, the location 
or locations of said machine during 
the period covered by the report, and 
the name and address of the owner or 
possessor of the location, whose per- 
mission the licensee obtained for lv- 
cating the machine on such premises, 
or any such place, and the Director of 
Public Safety may require that this 
report be rendered to him under oath. 


9. No license shall be issued under 
this Ordinance to ahy person who has 
been convicted of a crime, and further 
no license shall be issued to any per- 
son who has been convicted of any 
offense against either the Crimes Act 
of the State of New Jersey, the Dis- 
orderly Person Act, or against any 
City Ordinance, if the said offense for 
which the applicant was convicted 
was one of gambling, and, in the 
vent that any licensee shall be con- 
victed of any crime or shall be con- 
victed of the offense of gambling, con- 
trary to the Crimes Act, the Disorder- 
ly Persons Act, or any Municipal Or- 
dinance, then the license of such per- 
son shall be forthwith cancelled and 
revert to the City of Newark, and all 

machines to which the said license 
may be affixed, or upom which it may 
appear, shall be deemed to be op- 
erated ın violation of this Ordinance. 


10. Every applicant for a license 
shall fill out a form of application dis- 
closing his name, post office address, 
whether or not he has been convicted 
of any crime or offense within the 
purview of this Ordinance, the num- 
ber of machines he desires to operate, 
and such other information as the Di- 
rector of Public Safety of the City of 
Newark shali deem either necessary 
or proper, and the fee for the issuance 
of the license shall be payable im- 
mediately upon the issuance thereof. 


11. Any operator of any device or 
machine within the purview of this 
Ordinance, and this shall include any 
person, frm, partnership association, 
corporation, trustee or receiver, who 
shall knowingly and wilfully permit, 
use, or permit to be used, any of the 
machines licensed hereunder for pur- 
poses of gambling, shall be deemed to 
be guilty of a violation of this Ordi- 
nance, and punishable therefor as 
hereinafter provided. 


12. No machines coming within 
the purview of this Ordinance shall be 
licensed, used, placed, maintained or 
operated in any location within two 
hundred (200) yards of any school.

1. No building, wall or structure, 
or any part thereof, which is or may 
become dangerous to life or health or 
which creates a fire hazard, shall be 
permitted to remain in the City of 
Newark. 


2. The Superintendent of Buildings 
is hereby charged with the perform- 
ance of all services necessary to in- 
sure the strict enforcement of this or- 
dinance. 
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3. Upon ascertainment, after due 
inspection, if, in the judgment of the 
Superintendent of Buildings, a build- 
ing, wall or structure is or may be- 
come dangerous to life or health or 
might tend to extend a conflagration 
and should be removed or destroyed, 
the Superintendent of Buildings shall 
give notice to the owner or owners of 
any land affected thereby of the con- 
templated removal or destruction of 
such building, wall or structure; such 
notice shall contain a description of 
the property affected, sufficiently de- 
finate in terms to identify same, as 
well as the manner in which such re- 
moval or destruction is to be carried 
out; and a notice that unless such 
building, wall or structure is removed 
or destroyed within thirty (80) days 
after service of such notice, that the 
municipality will proceed with such 
removal or destruction or cause the 
same to be removed or destroyed un- 
der the provisions of this ordinance 
and the statutes made and provided; 
and the cost of such removal or de- 
struction shall be charged against the 
property affected as a municipal lien. 


4, Such notice may be served upon 
the owner or owners, resident in the 
City in person or by leaving the same 
at their usual place of residerce with 
a member of the family above the age 
of fourteen years; in case any such 
owner shall not reside in the City of 
Newark notice may be served upon the 
said owner personally or mailed to his 
last known postoffice address or may 
be served upon the occupant of the 
property or upon the agent of the 
owner in charge thereof; in case the 
owner of any such property shali be 
unknown or service cannot for any 
reason be made as above directed, 
notice thereof shall be published at 
least once, not less than thirty (380) 
days before the proposed removal or 
destruction, in a newspaper circulated 
in the City of Newark; there may be 
inserted in said advertisement notice 
to the owner or owners of several dif- 


ferent parcels of land; notice to infant 
owner or owners, or owners of unsound 
mind shall be served upon their guard- 
ians; where lands are held in trust, ser- 
vice shall be made upon the trustee;. 
where lands are held by two or more 
joint tenants, tenants in common or 
tenants by entirety, service upon one 
of such owners shall be sufficient and 
shall be deemed and taken as notice 
to all. ` 


5. The Superintendent of Buildings 
shall file within ten: (10) days there- 
after, proof of service of such notices 
or proof of publication, if advertised, 
with the Collector of Taxes; the fail- 
ure to file the same shall not invali- 
date the proceedings if service has ac- 
tually been made as herein provided. 


6. Upon the failure of the owner or 
owners of the said property to com- 
ply with the terms of the said notice, 
the Superintendent of Buildings is 
hereby authorized to remove or cause 
to be removed, or destroy or cause to 
be destroyed, the buildings, wall or 
structure described in the said notice, 
keeping an accurate account of the 
costs and expenses thereof, together 


with the cost and expenses in remov- . 


ing the debris from the premises; and 
shall file a true statement, under oath, 
with the City Clerk; and upon the ax- 
amination by the Board of Commis- 
sioners. of the said statement and the 
ascertainment that the same is prop- 
erly made and correct, and confirmed 
by said Board of Commissioners, the 
same shall be filed in the office of the 
City Clerk, who shall record the same 
in a book to be kept for the purpose 
and who shall certify the amount to 
the Collector of Taxes, to be charged 
upon the books of the City against the

A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of New- 
ark, N. J., was held on the above date, 
in the Commissioners’ Chamber, City 
Hall, Newark, at 10 A. M. Standard 
Time, 11 A. M. Daylight Saving Time.

The minutes of meeting of August 
tst were read and approved. 


Commissioner Duffy offered the fol- 
lowing ordinance and moved its adop- 
tion on first reading. 


The clerk then read the ordinance 
as follows: 


An Ordinance concerning the regu- 
lation of vehicles commonly known as 
“wreckers” and the licensing of the 
owners and drivers thereof. 


Be it ordained by the Board of 


Commissioners of The City of 
Newark: 
Section 1. DEFINITIONS. 


(a) A “wrecker” is a public vehicle 
driven by mechanical power and em- 
ployed for the purpose of towing, 
transporting and/or conveying or re- 
moving any and all kinds of vehicles 
which are unable to be and/or actual- 
ly are not operated under their own 
power; for which services a charge or 
fee is exacted. 


(b) A “wrecker stand” is a section 
of a public street or public place, set 
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apart for the exclusive use of a 
wrecker or a limited mumber of 
wreckers, when such seczion or place 
is distinctly marked as stick by a sign 
or other indicia designating such 
wrecker stand. 


(c) “Persons” shall include a firm, 
co-partnership, association and cor- 
poration and the singular or plural, 
the masculine, feminine or neuter 
thereof unless the contrary is clearly 
expressed. 


(d) “Cruising” is hereby defined as 
the driving of an unengaged wrecker 
to and fro along a public street at a 
slow rate of speed or in any other 
fashion calculated for the obvious 
purpose of soliciting business along 
the public highway. 


Section 2. The licensing and in- 
spection of wreckers and the determi- 
nation of the adequacy and sufficiency 
thereof, the examination of applicants 
for licenses to drive such wreckers, if 
any examination be herewith estab- 
lished, the licensing of drivers, as 
hereinafter provided for in this or- 
dinance, shall be under the control of 
the Director of the Department of 
Public Safety, and the enforcing of the 
provisions of said ordinance shall be 
under the control of the Director of 
the Department of Publie Safety. 


Section 3. No “wrecker” shall oper- 
ate hereafter upon the streets of the 
City of Newark, without first obtain- 
ing a license from the Director of the 
Department of Public Safety of the 
City of Newark, which shall be issued 
to expire one (1) year from the date 
of issuance, unless sooner suspended 
or revoked by the said Director of the 
Department of Public Safety. The 
annual fee to be paid, for such license 
shall be the sum of Ten Dollars 
($10.00). 


Section 4. All applications for li- 
censes for “wreckers” shall be made 
by the owner, lessee or bailee thereof, 
upon blank forms to be furnished by 
the said Director of the Department 
of Public Safety, and such applica- 
tion shall contain the full name and 
address of the owner, lessee or bailea 
and also of the applicant; the type of 
vehicle for which the license is de- 
sired; the length of time the vehicle 
has been in use; the proposed rates to 
be charged and any other information 
` which the said Director of the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety shall deem nec- 
essary and proper for the full protec- 
tion of the public’s interest; which 
said application is to have affixed 
thereto an affidavit to be sworn to by 
the applicant. 


Any licensee desiring to change the 
rate which has been expressed in the 


said application shall file notice of- 


such intention with the Director of the 
Department of Public Safety. 
“Wreckers” which have been licensed 
on application, designating a fixed 
rate within the City limits shall carry 
their customers to destinations out- 
side the City limits, at a rate to be 
‘mutually agreed upon prior to the 
hiring. 


Section 5. The Director of the De- 
partment of Public Safety shall have 
the power to issue or refuse a license. 


Section Six. The Director of the 
Department of Public Safety shall 
have the power to cause an examina- 
tion and inspection to be made of the 
vehicle for which the license is sought 
and no vehicle shal] be licensed unless 
it be in a thoroughly safe and sani- 
tary condition. If, at any time, the 
Director of the Department of Public 
Safety shall deem the equipment in- 
adequate or unsafe, he shall have the 
power to demand immediate correc- 
tion and if not corrected to the full 
satisfaction of the Director of the De- 
partment of Public Safety, he shall 
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then have the power to revoke or sus- 
pend the license as in the case he 
may deem mete and proper, after a 
hearing is had upon the nature and 
circumstances of the violation. 


The Director of the Department of 
Public Safety is hereby authorized 
and empowered to establish reason- 
able rules and regulations for the in- 
spection and operation of wreckers 
and for the design, construction, main- 
tenance and condition of fitness for 
the safe conduct of the business being 
pursued. 


Section 7. If, in the judgment of 
the Director of the Department of 
Public Safety, the wrecker is found to 
be in a structurally safe condition for 
the transportation and conveyance, 
etc., of vehicles in accordance with the 
provisions of this ordinance and the 
rules and regulations established 
hereunder, upon payment of the li- 
cense fee hereinbefore set forth, the 
same may be licensed, by delivering to 
the applicant a card of such size and 
form as may be prescribed by the Di- 
rector of the Department of Public 
Safety. Such cards shall contain the 
name of the applicant, official license 
number of wrecker, together with the 
date of inspection of the same and a 
notice that in case of any complaint, 
the said Director of the Department ` 
of Public Safety shall be notified, the 
license of the wrecker being given; 
such card shall have attached*thereto 
the authentication of the Director of 
the Department of Public Safety and 
shall contain blank spaces upon which 
an entry shall be made of the date of 
every inspection of the vehicle by the 
inspector. The said Director of the 
Department of Public Safety shall re- 
quire to be affixed to a conspicuous 
and indispensable part of the wrecker, 
a card, not exceeding six inches nor 
less than four inches in dimension, 
which shall bear the license number 
of the vehicle and the rate of fares 
under which such wrecker 1s operat- 


ing and also space for a card, with the 
name and photograph of the driver. 

Section 8. In order to insure the 
full protection of the property of the 
public, it shall be unlawful for the 
owner, lessee or bailee of any wrecker 
to operat2 or cause or permit such 
wrecker to be operated, nor shall any 
permit to so operate be issued here- 
under, un-il and unless the applicant 
shall obtain a policy of insurance in a 
company acceptable to or a bond of 
indemnity acceptable to the Director 
of the Department of Public Safety in 
the sum of Twenty-Five Hundred 
Dollars ($2,500.00), insuring the cus- 
tomer’s property against damage by 
the owne, lessee or bailee of the 
“wrecker.” 


Section 9. The Director of the De- 
partment of Public Safety shall keep 
a register of the name of such per- 
sons owning or operating a vehicle or 
vehicles licensed under this ordinance, 
together with the license number and 
the description, make and dimensions 
of such vehicles, with the date and 
complete record of inspections made 
of it. 


Section Ten. The Director of the 
Department of Public Safety shall 
maintain due vigilance over all 
“wreckers” to see that they are kept 
in a condition of safety for the trans- 
portation or hauling of disabled auto- 
mobiles, and to this end, shall have 
the right at any and all times to in- 
spect any and all such licensed vehicles 
and shall maintain a record, in writing, 
of the report of all such inspections. 


Section 11. Licenses granted under 
the preceding section of this ordinance 
may be revoked or suspended at any 
time by the Director of the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety, if the vehicle 
shall not be in a safe condition for 
the transportation and hauling of 
automobi.es and kept in conformity 
with the terms of this ordinance or 
for the violation of any of the provi- 


sions of this ordinance or any of the 
rules and regulations made by the Di- 
rector of the Department of Public 
Safety. 


Section 12. No person shall drive 
a wrecker until he shall have made 
application upon a form provided by 
said Director of the Department of 
Public Safety for a criver’s license 
and shall have secured such license 
from said department. Jivery person 
applying for a license to drive a 
wrecker must furnish satisfactory 
evidence that he has received the 
driver’s license under the State 
Motor Vehicle Law. Zach applicant 
for a driver’s license under the terms 
of this ordinance must conform to the 
following regulations: 


(a) Be of the age of twenty-one 
years or over and be a resident of the 
State of New Jersey for at least one 
year. 


(b) Present the certificate of a rep- 
utable physician, showing that he has 
been examined within sixty days; that 
he is of sound physique, with good 
eyesight and not subject to epilepsy, 
vertigo, heart trouble or any other in- 
firmity of body or mind which might 
render him unfit for the safe opera- 
tion of a wrecker. 


(c) Be able to read and write the 
English languarge and be a citizen of 
the United States. 


(d) Not to be addicted to the use 
of narcotics or intoxicating liquor. 


(e) Fill out a blank form, provided 
by the said Director of the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety, a statement 
giving full name, residence, place of 


-residence for the preceding two years, 
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age, color, height, color of eyes and 
hair, place of birth, length of time he 
has resided in the City, whether a citi- 
zen of the United States, places of em- 
ployment during next preceding two 


years, whether marned or single, 
whether ever convicted of a felony or 
misdemeanor or a violation of this 
ordinance, whether he has been pre- 
viously licensed as a driver or chauf- 
feur and if so whether his license has 
ever been revoked in this city or else- 
where and for what cause; which 
statement shall be signed and sworn 
to by the applicant and filed with the 
said Director of the Department of 
Public Safety as a permanent record 
and affixed to said statement, which 
shall be under oath, shall bear the 
endorsement of four reputable resi- 
dents of the City of Newark and of 
the Supervisor of the Traffic Bureau 
of the Police Department. He shall 
. also furnish four copies of photo- 

graphs, size one and one-half inches 
by two inches. 


The said Director of the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to establish, 
from time to time, such additional 
rules and regulations, not inconsist- 
ent herewith as may be necessary and 
reasonable, governing the issue of any 
license provided for in this ordinance. 


Section 13. Upon satisfactory ful- 
fillment of the foregoing require- 
ments there may be issued by said 
Director of the Department of Public 


Safety to the applicant, a driver’s 
license which shall contain a photo- 
graph and signature of the licensee, 
and blank spaces upon which a record 
shall be made by the Traffic Bureau of 
the Police Department of any arrest 
of or serious complaint against him. 
A driver’s license granted by the said 
Director of the Department of Public 
Safety may be suspended or revoked 
by the said Director of the De- 
partment of Publie Safety after 
due hearing held, for cause or 
the violation of any provisions of 
this ordinance, or the regulations 
made thereunder. If the licensee has 
had his leense suspended for cause, 
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it shall not again be issued to him 
until at least sixty days after such 
suspension, and after a second suspen- 
sion for cause, it shall not be issued 
to him until at least six (6) months 
after such suspension, 


Section Fourteen. A driver, in ap- 
plying for a renewal of his license, 
shall make such application upon a 
form to be furnished for renewal of 
license by the Director of the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety, entitled “An 
application for renewal of license,” 
which shall be filled out with the full 
name and address of the applicant, 
together with a statement of the date 
upon which his original license was 
granted and the number thereof. 


Section 15. Initial license granted. 


to-a driver of a wrecker after applica- 


tion therefor shall be free of any. 
charge whatsoever. In the event that’ 
duplicates thereof are desired, same’ 
shall be supplied by ‘the Director of 
the Department of Public Safety at a 


charge of fifty cents (50c.). 


Section 16. The Director of the De- 


partment of Public Safety may desig- 
nate such place or places within the 


City of Newark as public “wrecker. 
stands,” as in his judgment may be. 


determined necessary. He ,shall, in 
his discretion, place metal signs at- 
tached to stanchions, at the curb or 
other conspicuous place, setting forth 


the number of wreckers used for hire, 


that will be permitted at such stand, 
and only such “wreckers” used for 
hire in such numbers as are set forth 
on the sign may remain at the stand 
while waiting for employment, and 
only in single file pointed in accord- 
ance with the traffic regulations. As 
said “wrecker” leaves the line, those 
behind shall move up and any other 
“wrecker” seeking space on the stand 
shall approach the same only from 
the rear thereof. No such “wrecker” 
shall stand at the curb within fifteen 
feet of the entrance of any cross walk 


or within twenty-five feet of any fire 
hydrant. 


Section 17. The prices that may be 
charged by the owners or drivers of 
wreckers for the transportation or 
hauling of disabled automobiles for 
hire shall not exceed the following 
rates: 


For conveying a disabled passenger 
automobile from any point in the City 
of Newark, to any point in the City 
of Newark, five ($5.00) dollars, and 
for any truzk or omnibus a rate to be 
pre-determined by mutual agreement 
in writing. Sor conveying a disabled 
automobile from any point in the City 
of Newark to points outside of the 
City of Newark, a charge shall be 
made whic. shall be agreed upon be- 
fore the hiring and submitted in writ- 
ing to customer; excepting where a 
meter is aifixed to the wrecker, the 
rate shall not excced Two Dollars and 
Fifty Cents ($2.56) for the first mile, 
and Fifty Cents (59c.) for each mile 
thereafter, and Fifty Cents (50c.) for 
each ten minutes of waiting time. 


Section 18. All “wreckers” shall 
contain a card or metal plate to be 
furnished by the Director of the De- 
partment of Public Safety, affixed to a 
prominent portion of the wrecker as 
directed by the ‘Director of the De- 
partment of Public Safety, where it 
can be easily read by the customers, 
stating the rates charged and the con- 
ditions of the employment. 


Section 19. Every driver of a 
“wrecker” shall, when requested, give 
the customer a receipt for the fee 
paid. 


Section 20. All disputes as to fee 
shall be determined by the officer in 
charge of the police station nearest 
to the place where the dispute oc- 
curred. 


Section 21. 
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(a) No “wrecker,” while waiting 
for employment shall stard on any 
public street or space other than that 
at or upon a “wrecker stand” desig- 
nated or established in accordance 
with this ordinance or regulations 
made thereunder. 


(b) No driver of any “wrecker” 
shall seek employment by repeatedly 
and persistently driving his wrecker 
to and from in a short space before 
or by otherwise interfering with the 
proper orderly progress of traffic 
along the public highways. 


(c) No “wrecker” shall turn or re- 
verse his vehicle except at intersec- 
tions, where permissible. 


(d) No driver shall engage in 
“cruising” as defined in paragraph (d) 
of Section One hereinabove, except 
during such hours and over such 
routes as the Director of tie Depart- 
ment of Public Safety may determine. 


(e) No driver or owner of a 
wrecker shall invite or permit loiter- 
ing within or near his “wrecker.” 


(£) No driver or owner of a wrecker 
shall solicit or attempt to divert pros- 
pective patrons of another “wrecker” 
nor shall he solicit, or divert pros- 
pective patrons of a given garage in 
Newark to any other garage. 


(g) No driver or owner of a 
“wrecker” shall solicit, demand or re- 
ceive from any person, any pay, com- 
mission or emolument whatever, ex- 
cept the proper fare for transporting 
the disabled vehicle in accordance 
with the schedule of charges previous- 
ly defined. 


Section 22. Every driver of a 
“wrecker” immediately after hauling 
a disabled vehicle to his garage, 
where the same is left in his safe 
keeping or the safe keeping of his 
employer, must carefully search such 


a vehicle and make an inventory of 
any and all property contained there- 
in and remaining within the vehicle, 
a copy of which inventory shall be 
mailed forthwith to the Director of 

` the Department of Public Safety, set- 
ting forth the date of the hauling and 
the name and address of the owner of 
the vehicle, 


Section 23. Each and every licensed 
owner shall record in a book kept 
solely for such purpose the details of 
each disabled automobile as may be 
hauled or transported by him or his 
agent, servant or employee, together 
with full information concerning the 
details leading up to and surrounding 
the circumstances of the hire, the 
name of the owner of the vehicle and 
of the patron engaging him; which 
book shall be kept open for inspection 
at all time to a duly authorized rep- 
resentative of the Traffic Bureau of 
the Police Department or a duly au- 
thorized representative of the Direc- 
tor of the Department of Public 
Safety. 


Section 24. 


(a) Every person or persons, firm, 
partnership or corporation, found 
guilty of violating any of the provi- 
sions of this ordinance may in addi- 
tion to the suspension or revocation 
of license as heretofore mentioned be 
liable to a fine of not less than ten 
($10.00) dollars nor more than twen- 
ty-five ($25.00) dollars. 


(b) Upon default of payment of 
the fine imposed under the provisions 
of this ordinance, the person or per- 
sons so defaulting shall be imprisoned 
in the County Jail for a term not ex- 
ceeding ten (10) days. 


Section 25. Should any section or 
provision of this ordinance be held in- 
valid in any proceeding, the same 
shall not affect any other section or 
provision of this ordinance except in- 
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sofar as the section or provision so 
held invalid shall be imseprable from 
the remainder of any such section or 
provision. ce 


Section 26. All ordinances and 
parts of ordinances inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed. 


Section 27. This ordinance shall 
take effect immediately upon final 
passage and publication according to 
law.

Acting Mayor Parnell: Does any- 
one wish to be heard on this ordi- 
nance? 


Mr. Joseph S. Zemel, 289 Market 
Street: Mr. Mayor, I have read the 
ordinance in the newspapers but I 
could not quite understand the pur- 
pose or what effect will be accom- 
plished by this ordinance. May I ask 
what the purpose of the ordinance is? 


Aeting Mayor Parnell: The purpose 
of the ordinance, Mr. Zemel, is this, 
that this is money that has been spent 
for impreving our streets, and it is 
money that our predecessors in office 
borrowed. They borrowed it on three 
months notes at six per cent. These 
notes are coming due every month or 
so; and under this ordinance we will 
spread the payment for these streets 
over twenty to forty years at four 
and one half-per cent. In other words, 
we feel shat the future generations 
are going to use these streets and 
have the benefit of these improve- 
ments and we think they should pay 
for them rather than put the burden 
on ours:lves at this time. 


My. Zemel: That, of course, will 
make the financing lighter at this 
time? 


Acting Mayor Parnell: Very much 
lighter. 


Mr. Zemel And the interest rate 
of your notes, you say, is six per cent. 


Acting Mayor Parnell We are go- 
ing to refinance them at four and 
one-half per cent. or less. 


Mr. Zemel: Under the circumstances 
I can orly say I am very much in 
favor of the ordinance. 


Acting Mayor Parnell: Does any- 
one else wish to be heard? 


(No response). 


No one else appearing, Commis- 
sioner Minisi moved that the public 
hearing be closed. 


The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes:

An Ordinance authorizing the issu- 
ance of $383,000 Street Paving Bonds 
of The City of Newark.

Mr. Ephraim Scheckner, 17 Acad- 
emy Street: Mr. Mayor and Commis- 
sioners, as the represertative of some 
of the objectors I should lize to enter 
an objection to the mode of procedure 
here. We received notice about two 
weeks ago that the matter had been 
reopened by the Board of Commis- 
sioners of the City of Newark on ap- 
plication by the applicant. No notice 
of that application to reopen this case 
was given to us, nor, as far as I 
know, to any of the objectcrs. And I 
think it palpably unjust and unfair to 
the objectors, as well as to the Com- 
mission, that an opportunity was not 
given to the objectors to be heard. 


Commissioner Franklin: What you 
mean is, he failed to notify you that 
he was going to apply to reopen the 
case? 


Mr. Scheckner: That is correct. 


Commissioner Franklin: But he has 
notified you of its reopening? 


Mr. Scheckner: Of the hearing. 


Commissioner Franklin: Notified 
the people within two hundred feet of 
this hearing. 


Mr. Scheckner: I don’t know 
whether he has or not. That remains 
to be proved. > 


Commissioner Franklin: 
not contending that he did not? 


Mr. Scheckner: I don’t know. 


Commissioner Franklin: Did you re- 
ceive notification ? .

You are 
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Avenue in Newark, is directly oppo- 
site the site of this proposed station. 
This company has an investment of 


‘several hundred thousand dollars in 


this property; it pays an annua] tax 
of close to $5,000 to the City of New- 
ark. We feel that the presence of 
this gasoline station will materially 
impair the value of our property be- 
cause of the attendant confusion and 
noise; the danger to the children of 
our tenants will cause the tenants to 
vacate our apartments, as a result of 
which our income will be materially 
reduced and we will have a difficult 
time in paying our taxes to the City. 


Acting Mayor Parnell: Is there any 
other objector who wishes to be 
heard.? 


Mr. Samuel Scheckner, Academy 
Building: Mr. Mayor, I am here as 
half owner of this piece of property 
on the corner of Chancellor and Wain- 
wright Street. We have a class of 
tenants who have large families, and 
as soon as you permit a gasoline sta- 
tion where there is plenty of them, 
our tenants will move. Therefore, if 
we suffer the City will suffer, because 
we will not be able to pay our taxes. 


Acting Mayor Parnell: Is there 
any other objector to the granting of 
this application ? 


Mr. S. A. Berger, 55 Osborne Ter- 
race: Mr. Mayor, as vice-president 
and genera] manager of the Newark 
Tennis Club, I took another survey of 
Chancellor Avenue from Clinton Place 
to the end of Chancellor Avenue, and 
there are too many gas stations there. 
Another gas station will only eat into 
the living of the present gas stations, 
and I have no interest in any of them. 


Commissioner Franklin; There is a 
gasoline tank on the sidewalk closer 
to the apartment house than it is to 
your tennis court. 


Mr. Berger: It is across the street 
at 407 Chancellor Avenue. 


Commissioner Franklin: On Chan- 
cellor Avenue there are some tanks 
out in front of the stores there, aren’t 
there?

Acting Mayor Parnell: Are there 
any other objectors? If not,. we will 
hear the proponents. 


Mr. Louis L. Feinseth, 164 Market 
Street: Mr. Mayor and Commissioners, 
I appear on behalf of Mr. Carl 
Schwartz, the applicant for the permit. 
Our lot is located on Chancellor Ave- 
nue at the corner of Wainwright 
Street, and by reason of the fact that 
at one time a brook ran through the 
property it is little or nothing more 
than swamp land, and may be prop- 
erly characterized as a mud hole in- 
fested with mosquitoes, and in its 
present condition constitutes a real 
menace and nuisance to the com- 
munity.

The Board then entered upon said 
‘hearing. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there any per- 
son who desires to be heard on this 
ordinance? 


Mr. Joseph S. Zemel, 289 Market 
‘Street: Mr. Mayor and Commission- 
ers, I want to enter my objection to 
the passage of this ordinance. As I 
understand it, this ordinance permits 
this pipe line company to run a lins 
through certain streets of the City 
through which they will conduct their 
oil. It seems to me if they want to do 
that, well and good, but they should 
pay the City a fair rental for the use 
of the City Streets which they will 
occupy. At this minute, while I know 
-of no method of ascertaining that 


rental, I think the City has adequate 
real estate men to ascevtain what a 
fair rental should be, and it should 
be paid. To make a versent to these 
people of the right to run their lines 
through City streets, is, to my mind, 
giving them something of the tax- 
payers’ money to which they are not 
entitled, 


Mayor Ellenstein: Do you know, 
Mr. Zemel, that this pipe line just 
crosses these streets and runs on the 
right of way of the railroad? It just 
crosses those streets. 


Mr. Zemel: I understand it only 
crosses the streets; but it seems to me 
they should pay rental for the streets 
which they cross. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Do you know of 
any City that charges for laying a 
pipe line like that? 


Mr. Zemel: No sir, I do not. 


Mayor Ellenstein: It is the first 
time this question ever came to my 
attention, and I do not believe any 
utility company ever paid for any 
pipe line or telephone conduit. 


Mr. Zemel: Yes. There are cities 
which do charge for utilities. There 
is a case in the Supreme Court, Rich- 
mond vs. Western Union Telegraph, 
where they held the City had a right 
to make such charges. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I presume the 
City has. But has it been the prac- 
tice of the cities to make such a 
charge? That question has never 
come up in this City. 


Mr. Zemel: In that case they made 
one and the court upheld them. I 
know of no instance where these util- 
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ities permit the City to go through 
with any of their lines of any kind. 
While I an not in favor of stopping it 
from going through, I think whatever 
a fair rental is they should pay. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Well, as far as 
this ordinance is concerned, it jusi 
crosses these streets and does not run 
along them, so that would be a mini- 
mum charge for passage over streets 
over which the City has control, be- 
cause the pipe lines are run along the 
right-of-way of the railroad. 


Mr. Zemel: I understand that. Well, 
whatever is fair. In that even the 
rent would not be high. But what- 
ever is a fair rent I think they ought 
to pay.

Mayor Ellenstein: Is there any per- 
son who desires to be heard in oppo- 
sition to this applicatior.? 


Mr. Harry A. Koellhoifer, 40 Lyons 
Avenue: 


Mr. Mayor and Commissioners, I 
represent one of the owners of a piece 
of property on Broad Street in the 
neighborhood of Chestnut and Broad. 
I object to the erection of a gasoline 
station on this particular site. Broad 
Street should not be used for gasoline 
stations nor should this permit be 
the wedge or precedent for granting 
more stations on this principal street 
in Newark. 


Mr. J. Frank Kitchell, 58 Hedden 
Terrace: 


I think it is a universal feeling that 
Broad Street should have no gas sta- 
tions. And at the earnest request of 
the owners of 1028 Broad Street I 
am here to protest. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there any 
other person who desires to be heard 
in opposition? 


Mr. Herbert J. Hannoch, 17 Acad- 
emy Street: 


The proposed building is not of the 
usual type of gas staticn, it is a real 
ornament. The parties who have ob- 
jected base their objection on the fact 
that they feel that the stockholders 
of the Elks end Mosque Theatre 
should not be prejudiced. Neither of 
those institutions make any objection. 


Commissioner Franklin: Mr. Mayor, 
I would like to asx Mr. Ran- 
kin, through you, whether or not in 
the last two or three years there have 
been other applications on Broad 


Street, other than this, for gasoline 
stations, which were rejected. 


Mr. Rankin: The nearest one to 
this was at the very end of Lincoln 
Park, the corner of Lincoln Park and 
Broad Street, in the Stengel property. 
That was about four years ago. That 
was turned down, and it was taken 
into court, and the City was upheld 
in that. 


Mr. Koellhoffer: Wasn’t the Sten- 
gel property on Clinton Avenue just 
about Washington Street objected to 
about a year ago? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Mr. Rankin says 
four years ago. That is on Clinton 
Avenue. 


Mr. Rankin: He asked me about 
Broad Street. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Where is the 


Stengel property? 


Lincoln Park comes 
down here (indicating). It is the 
other corner of the triangle. And 
then Clinton and Washington, we had 
one there. The only other Broad 
Street gas station was the corner of 
Clay Street: That was 1930. 


Mr. Rankin: 


Mayor Ellenstein: I will entertain 
some kind of a motion. 


Commissioner Parnell: I move the 
recommendation be concurred in. 


Mayor Ellenstein; Is there any see- 
ond to that motion that the recom- 
mendation of the Zoning Board be 
concurred in? 


Is there any other motion before 
the Board? I assume there ought to 
be a motion the other way. 


Commissioner Parnell: Of course, 
a second really was not necessary. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there any mo- 
tion before this Board?

Mr. Mayor and members of the 
Commission, I appear for the Lincoln 
Hospital and 36 objectors. The Zon- 
ing Board granted this application by 
a vote of three to two. There appears 
to be no reason why a gasoline sta- 
tion should be allowed within 25 feet 
of a hospital. The Lincoln Hospital 
is located exactly 25 feet away from 
this proposed station. 


Mr. Francis F. Welch, 790 Broad 
Street: i 


I am appearing on behalf of the 
Prudential Insurance Company. We 
own property 29 Stratford Place, a 
six-story apartment house with 61 
apartments. It has an assessed value 
of almost a quarter of a million dol- 
lars. We pay over $8,000 a year in 
taxes there. We have nad complaints 
from tenants about the ` proposed 
gasoline station, and we think it will 
harm the value of our property and 
cause us to lose tenants and cause the 
value of the property to decrease. 


Mr. Mortimer Eisner, Chamber of 
Commerce Building: 


If your Honor please, I represent 
the Bonded Building and Loan Asso- 
ciation that owns property at 72 Hill- 
side Place, which adjcins this prop- 
erty where the contemplated gas sta- 


tion is to be erected. Now, that is a 
very congested section, crowded with 
apartment houses and three-family 
houses. We feel it would be definitely 
increasing the araffic hazard to per- 
mit this gas station to be erected here 
at this location. 


Mrs. Anna B. Unger, 71 Hillside 
Place: 


I have a two-family house there, 
and my tenant threatened me in case 
there is a station put up there she is 
going to move. 


Dr. D. B. Gershenfeld, 20 Hillside 
Avenue: 


On Hillside Avenue between Avon 
Avenue and Clinton Avenue there are 
about 13 doctors and 2 dentists. AU 
these doctors own their homes. They 
have improved their homes. We have 
been trying very hard to keep that 
neighborhood, that block, what it 
should be. A gasoline station will 
throw property values on the whole 
block out so it will be worth abso- 
lutely nothing. 


Mr. William S. Stevens, 478 Cen- 
tral Avenue: 


I am representing the Eleventh 
Ward Building and Loan Association. 
I believe there is a letter here from 
Mr. Budd, executive vice-president, 
which will come before your Body, 
which gives our reasons. We own 75 
Avon Avenue, which is across the 
street, an apartment house. 
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Mayor Ellenstein: Is there any 
other person who desires to be 
heard?

Commissioner Franklin introduced 
the following ordinance and moved 
its adoption on first reading: 


The clerk then read the ordinance 
as follows: 


An Ordinance providing for the 
Opening and Widening of Raymond 
Boulevard (formerly South Canal 
Street) on the northerly side thereof 
from Raymond Plaza East southeast- 
erly about 825 feet to Jersey Street. 


The Board of Commissioners of the 
City of Newark, Do Ordain: 


Section 1. That Raymond Boule- 
vard (formerly South Canal Street) 
shall be opened and widened as a 
public street or highway on the 
northerly side thereof from Raymond 
Plaza East southeasterly about 825 
feet to Jersey Street by the addition 
thereto of all that portion of the ad- 
joining abandoned Morris Canal area 
lying within the above described 
limits of Raymond Boulevard. 


All as shown on a map prepared 
under the direction of this Board, 
which map is hereto attached and 
made a part hereof and a copy of 
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which map is on file in the office of 
the Chief Engineer, Department of 
Public Affairs, known and designated 
as No. 1327-0, dated December 21, 
1933. Under and by virtue of the 
provisions of an act entitled “An Act 
Concerning Municipalities,” approved 
March 27, 1917 (P. L. 1917-319) and 
the supplements thereto and amend- 
ments thereof. 


Section 2. That said improvement 
shall be undertaken as a general im- 
provement and the cost thereof shall 
be assessed against the City at large.

An Ordinance creating a Bureau of 
Smoke Abatement and the position of 
Smoke Inspector and Assistants, pre- 
scribing the duties and salaries; 
creating an Advisory Board of three 
Engineers, and also a Board of Ap- 
peals; regulating the emission of 
smoke and other solids, gases or 
fumes from any chimney, stock or 
other source within the corporate 
limits of The City of Newark, New 
Jersey; and prescribing penalties for 
the violation of the provisions 
therein, = 


The Board of Commissioners of 
The City of Newark, Do Ordain: 


ARTICLE I 


Section 1: That there be and is 
hereby created a Bureau of Smoke 
Abatement, and the position of 
Smoke Inspector, in the Department 
of Parks and Public Property in the 
City of Newark, said Smoke Inspector 
and any assistant Smoke Inspector, 
when said assistant shall be neces- 
sary, shall be appointed by the Di- 
rector of the Department of Parks 
and Public Property; the salary of 
the said Smoke Inspector and said as- 
sistant Smoke Inspector shall be fixed 
by the Board of Commissioners of the 
City of Newark, and shall be paid as 
‘other salaries are paid. 


It shall be the duty of the Smoke 
Inspector and his assistants to inspect 
all chimneys, smoke stacks and other 
appliances for the escape of smoke, 
solids, fly ash or fumes, and he and 
they shall have authority in the per- 
formance of his and their duty, to en- 
ter any building or premises, and any 
person or persons obstructing said in- 
spector, or interfering with the per- 
formance of their duties, shall upon 
conviction thereof, be liable to a fine 
not exceeding fifty dollars ($50.00) or 
undergo imprisonment of not more. 
than thirty (30) days, at the discre- 
tion of the committing judge. 


ARTICLE II 


“Persons” shall be considered as- 
referring to all individuals, partner- 
ships, or associations other than cor-- 
porations. 


“Corporations” shall be considered 
as including all bodies corporate, 
joint stock companies or associations, 
domestic and foreign, their lessees, 
assignees, trustees, receivers and 
other successors in interest having 
any of the powers or privileges of 
corporations not possessed by indivi- 


‘duals, partnerships, or unincorporated’ 


associations. 
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“Chart” shall be considered as re- 
ferring to the Ringelmann Smoke 
Chart as published and used by the 
United States Bureau of Mines, 


“Stack” shall be defined as includ- 
ing chiraney, smokestacks, structures, 
and openings of any kind whatsoever, 
eapable of emitting smoke. Smoke 
stacks on locomotive roundhouses 
shall be deemed parts of locomotives 
beneath them for the time being. 


“Smokeless Fuel” shall be defined 
as a fuel containing less than seven- 
teen per cent (17%) of volatile 
matter, ` 


An Advisory Board is hereby 
created composed of three (3) en- 
gineers, who shall serve without pay, 
except when acting as a Board of 
Appeals, as hereinafter provided. The 
Advisory Board shall be appointed by 
the Director of the Department of 
Parks and Public Property, and shall 
hold their office at the pleasure of the 
said Director. The Advisory Board 
shall ac as advisors on engineering 
questions to the Smoke Inspector. 

The Board of Appeals shall have 
such powers as are hereinafter grant- 
ed them. 


ARTICLE HI 


The production or emission within 
the boundry limits of The City of 
Newark of smoke, solids, fly ash, Ap 
fumes, the shade of which is equal to 
or greater than Number three (3) of 
the Ringlemann Chart, or which is so 
dense as to prevent seeing through it 
at the point of emission into the ex- 
ternal air, from any stack or open 
fire, excapt that of a locomotive or 
steamboat, for a period or for periods 
aggregating two (2) minutes or more 
in any period of fifteen (15) minutes, 
and the emission , of such smoke, 
solids, fly ash or fumes, from any 
locomotive or steamboat for a period 
or for periods aggregating thirty 
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(30) seconds or more in any period 
of three (3) minutes, is hereby pro- 
hibited. 


ARTICLE IV 


The production or emission within 
the boundary limits of The City of 
Newark of smoke, solids, fly ash or 
fumes, the shade cf which is equal 
to or greater than number two (2) of 
the Ringelmann Chart, or which is su 
dense as to be dimly seen through at 
the point of emission into the ex- 
ternal air, from any stack or open 
fire, except that of a locomotive or 
steamboat, for a period or for periods 
aggregating twelve (12) minutes or 
more in any period of one hour, and 
the emission of such smoke, solids, 
fly ash or fumes from any locomotive 
or steamboat for a period or for per- 
ids aggregating four (4) minutes in 
any period of fifteen (15) minutes is 
hereby prohibited. 


ARTICLE V 


No person or corporation shall con- 
struct, install, reconstruct, alter or 
repair any furnace, boiler furnace, 
stack or other apparatus connected 
with the stack, including portable ap- 
paratus, unless he or it shall make 
application in writing to the Bureau 
of Smoke Abatement on the form fur- 
nished by the said bureau for a per- 
mit for such construction, installa- 
tion, reconstruction, alteration or re- 
pair, and in and by such application 
shall give the plans and specifications, 
showing the style and dimensions of 
the furnace, boiler furnace, stack 
and/or other apparatus connected 
with a stack intended to be used, a 
description of the building or part 
thereof in which such furnace, boiler 
furnace, or other apparauts is lo- 
cated, including the means provided 
for regulating the temperature of 
such building or part thereof and ven- 
tilating the same, and generally all 
provisions made for preventing 


smoke, solids, fly ash, fumes, to- 
gether with a statement of the kind 
of fuel proposed to be used and of 
the operating requirements to be 
made of the furnace or furnaces re- 
ferred to therein, and unless such ap- 
plication shall be passed upon by the 
Bureau of Smoke ‘Abatement and ap- 
proved in writing and a permit issued 
as hereinafter provided; provided, 
however, that minor or emergency 
repairs which do not increase the 
capacity of such furnace or which do 
not involve any substantial alteration 
in such furnace, boiler furnace, stock 
or other apparatus and which do not 
involve any alteration in the method 
or efficiency of smoke, solids, fly ash, 
fumes, prevention, maye be made 
without a permit. 


Any application shall be approved 
or rejected within ten (10) days after 
it is filed in the office of the Bureau 
of Smoke Abatement. 


Upon the approval of any applica- 
tion, a copy of which shall be left on 
file in the office of the Bureau of 
Smoke Abatement, and upon the pay- 
ment of the fees hereinafter provided, 
the Bureau of Smoke Abatement 
shall issue a permit for the construc- 
tion, installation, reconstruction, al- 
teration or repair of such furnace, 
boiler furnace, or other apparatus. 


In the event that any such applica- 
tion is rejected by the Smoke Inspec- 
tor, Bureau of Smoke Abatement, the 
applicant has the right to appeal 
from his decision to the Smoke Abate- 
ment Advisory Board. Such appeal 
shall be made in writing to the Smoke 
Inspector, Bureau of Smoke Abate- 
ment, who shall call a special meet- 
ing of the Smoke Abatement Advi- 
sory Board within three (3) days for 
the consideration of the matter. If a 
majority of the members of the 
Smoke Abatement Advisory Board 
rresent shall be of the opinion that 

on calls for such con- 


struction, installation, reconstruction, 
alteration or repair of furnace, boiler 
furnace, stack or other apparatus, 
that there will not under reasonable 
conditions of operation be produced 
or emitted from the stack connected 
thérewith such smoke, solids, fly ash, 


` fumes, as is herein prohibited, the de- 
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cision of the Smoke Inspector, Bureau 
of Smoke Abatement, shall be re- 
versed and the findings of the Smoke 
Abatement Advisory Board shall be 
binding upon the Smoke Inspector, 
Bureau of Smoke Abatement; other- 
wise the same shall be confirmed. In 
which latter case the fees of the 
Smoke Abatement Advisory Board | 
are to be paid by appellant, who' shail 
first give bond or make other deposit 
of funds for the amount of fees pro- 
vided for in Article I of this ordi- 
nance. 


ARTICLE VI 


No person or corporation shall use 
or cause to be used any new or re- 
modeled or reconstructed plant or 
apparatus connected with a stack, in- 
cluding portable apparatus for the 
production of heat under and/or 
power, unless he or it shall make ap- 
plication in writing to the Bureau of 
Smoke Abatement on the form fur- 
nished by said Bureau for a certifi- 
cate to operate such plant or appar- 
atus. 


ARTICLE VII 


It shall be unlawful for any en- 
gineer, contractor, or other person or 
corporation to do the work of the 
construction, installing, reconstruct- 
ing, altering or repairing any fur- 
nace, boiler furnace, stack or other 
fuel burning apparatus connected 
with stack, unless the person or cor- 
poration for whom such construc- ` 
tion, installation, reconstruction, al- 
teration or repair is being made has 
proper authority, in the form of a 
permit from the Bureau of Smoke 
Abatement, for such work. 


ARTICLE VIII 


It skall be unlawful for any per- 
son or corporation to use or cause to 
be used any new or remodeled or re- 
constructed plant or apparatus con- 
nected with a stack, including port- 
able apparatus, for the production of 
heat ard/or power, unless the person 
or corporation shall have proper au- 
thority, in the form of a certificate 
from the Bureau of Smoke Abate- 
ment, for operating such plant or ap- 
paratus. 


ARTICLE IX 


For examination of an application 
for a permit and/or certificate for 
any such construction, installation, 
reconstruction, alteration or repair, 
or for operation of such plant or ap- 
paratus, the Bureau of Smoke Abate- 
ment shall collect at the time of is- 
suing sach permit, for the use of the 
City a fee or fees as fixed from time 
to time by the Smoke Abatement Ad- 
visory Board, for each unit of fuel 
burning apparatus. 


The issue and delivery by the 
Bureau of Smoke Abatement of any 
such permit and/or certificate shall 
not be held to exempt the person or 
corporation to whom the permit and/ 
or certificate has been issued or de- 
livered or who is in possession of the 
same, cr whose application has been 
approved, from prosecution on ac- 
count cf the production or emission 
of smoke hereby prohibited. 


ARTICLE X 


If any person or corporation shail 
violate any one or more of the pro- 
hibitions or requirements of this ordi- 
nance the Smoke Inspector or Assist- 
ant Smoke Inspector of the Bureau of 
Smoke Abatement shall enter suit be- 
fore any police magistrate of the City 
of Newark and upon conviction such 
person or corporation shall be subject 
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to a fine or penalty not exceeding fifty 
dollars ($50.00) for each and every 
violation thereof, and each day’s vio- 
lation shall constitute a separate of- 
fense; or undergo an imprisonment in 
the County Jail or workhouse of not 
more than thirty (30) days, or both, 
at the discretion of the committing 
magistrate. 


ARTICLE XI 


The Smoke Inspector, Bureau of 
Smoke Abatement, is Lereby empow- 
ered with the consent and advice of 
the Director and Smoke Abatement 
Advisory Board, to prepare and pro- 
mulgate from time to time, rules and 
regulations governing setting heights, 
and setting methods of boilers, fur- 
naces, and stokers, sizes and con- 
struction of methods of flues, breech- 
ings, chimneys, and stacks sizes and 
types of furnaces, stokers, boilers and 
other fuel burning equipment, grate 
areas, use, size, number and type of 
steam-air jets, or other smoke elim- 
inating devices, as determined by the 
kind of fuel to be used. Any other 
rules and regulations which may be 
deemed necessary from time to time 
may be added to or incorporated in 
the rules already published. 


ARTICLE XII 


Any Ordinance or part of ordinance 
conflicting with the provisions of this 
ordinance shall be and the same is 
hereby repealed so far as the same 
affects this ordinance, and the ordi- 
nance entitled: “An Ordinance relat- 
ing to and regulating tie emission of 
dense smoke from chimneys, stacks, 
steam rollers, steam shovels, steam 
hoisting engines, tar kettles, locomo- 
tives and other contrivances, within 
the corporate limits of the City of 
Newark, creating the Bureau of 
Smoke Atatement and the position of 
Smoke Inspector and assistants, pre-

5. No device or machine as speci- 
fied in this ordiannce shall be placed, 
operated, maintained, or used, until 
the licer.se issued by the Director of 
the Department of Public Safety of 
The City of Newark shall be affixed 
thereto in a conspicuous place, so that 
the same shall be easily and quickly 
identified. Said license shall on its 
face disclose the manufacturer’s 
serial number, the names and post

I would like to find out, is this ordi- 
nance aimed at such private use by 
wreckers ? 


Mayor Ellenstein: I do not think 
that would preclade you from carry- 
ing on your business. This is directed 
at cars that are in collision, and it 
precludes anybody from engaging in 
business as a wrecker to go to and 
fro along the streets picking up cars 
of that character. If somebody buys 
a car that is in disuse, there isn’t 
anything in this ordinance to preclude 
him from carrying on that business. 


Mr. George F. Fischer, 986 Sanford 
Avenue, Irvington: I represent the 
Auto Trades. We are in favor of this 
ordinance, with the exception of a 
few things that I think can be ironed 
out very easily. 


Commissioner Duffy: We will bring 
about the desired amendments, which 
will save the cost of advertising. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Director Duffy 
suggests we would save the cost of 
re-advertising by just having those 
amendments. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there any 
other person who desires to be heard?

Avenue: I, as a smal) garage owner 
that has a wrecker, think that this 
law is far too strict, that I only use 
my wrecker when my customers call, 
and I do not see why I should be 
obliged to pay taxes or why should I 
have to pay a high insurance rate 
when I am tickled to death to repair 
a customer’s car if J damage it. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Th2 ordinance is 
aimed at the protection of those who 


turn over to a wrecker, and make 
them responsible so 1f any damage or 
injury is done in the course of their 
towing a car, they would have some- 
thing to fall back on. That is the 
purpose of the bond. 


Commissioner Parnell: This says, 
“Applicant shall obtain a policy of 
insurance in a company acceptable to, 
or a bond of indemnity acceptable to 
the Director of the Department of 
Public Safety.” You do not have to 
put up a $2,500 bond, you can put up 
a bond signed by two property owners 
which simply has to be acceptable to 
the Director of Public Safety.

Commissioner Duffy: And so stated’ 
at the hearing? 


Mr. Lasser Yes, sir. 


Mayor Elienstein: Here is a state- 
ment of. the Zoning Board. 


Commissioner Minisi: Did the rep- 
resentative of the church state that. 
that was the position of the church, 
or was he just there as an individual 
connected with the church? 


Mr. Lasser: It was the position 
taken by the church. 


Commissioner Parnell: He was here 
the other morning and. said that. Mr. 
Beldon was here and said he with- 
drew his objection. 


Mr. Lasser: I am informed that 
three trustees of the church were 
present before the Adjustment Board.

Mr. Carl Heller, 625-627 Springfield 
Avente: 


I own this property, and I conduct 
-a butcher shop, and four flats up- 
stairs. I have spent quite a bit of 
Money on my property to put it in 
shape. I got all good tenants. I 
have paid all my taxes up to the 
minute, and I sure would like to see 
it go along the same way and keep 
this chicken market away. 


Mr. Philip Gehl, Union Building: 
Mr. Mayor, I not only represent, with 
Ar Roessler, these objectors, but my 
building and loan authorized me to 
be here to object to this. We have a 
mortgage on the property at Spring- 
field Avenue, corner of Fifteenth 
Street, right on the corner, and we 
feel that a chicken market going on 
in the next block will destroy the 
walue of the property. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there any 
‘other person who desires to be heard 
in opposition ? 


Mrs. Pauline Schwartz, 633 Spring- 
field Avenue: 


Honorable Mayor, this is just across 
the street from our property, a six- 
family house. It will be a deserted 
village if we are going to have a 
‘slaughter house, 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there any 
-other 2erson who desires to be heard 
in opposition? 


Mr. Milton Meyer, 640 Springfield 
Avenue: 


Gentlemen, for twenty years we 
have had the property on Sixteenth 
Street and Springfield Avenue. We 
‘have had no argument, no turmoil 
until this chicken slaughter house 
‘came up. The people there find it 
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very hard to pay their taxes and to 
rent their properties. It should not 
be granted. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there any 
other person who desires to be heard 
in opposition ? 


Mrs, Anna Carnpolito, 713 South 
Sixteenth Street: If that thing is per- 
mitted the tenants will not stay there. 


Mayor Ellensein: Now we will hear 
from the applicant. 


Mr. Louis Zemel, 266 Market Street: 


There aren’t thirty objectors, there 
are only ten, if there are that many. 
A great number of people here today 
are not property owners, they are 
tenants. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Their 
should be considered too.

Mr. Zemel: Not so much as a prop- 
erty owner, in view of the fact that 
a tenant is here today and gone to- 
morrow. 


Mayor Ellenstein: So is the prop- 
erty owner. Even faster. 


Commissioner Minisi: There were 
seventeen objectors listed on the list 
that was handed to me. 


Mr. Zemel: I beliey when the mat- 
ter was gone over with Mr. Rankin 
of the Zoning Board, only about ten 
were valid. 


Mayor Ellenstein: All right, let us 
assume that there aren’t the number. 
Tell us something about the smell and 
where it is supposed to go, whether 
on Springfield Avenue or Sixteenth 
Street. 


Mr. Zemel: This property owned by 
the Madison Realty Company, fronts 
152 feet on Springfield Avenue. The 
proposed chicken market is to be put 
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at 632-634 Springfield Avenue, which 
is right in the center, in the hub of 
this property. So that to the west of 
‘us on Springfield Avenue our nearest 
neighbor will be the Meyers’ estate. 
They are exactly 110 feet to the west 
of us across Sixteenth Street. The 
nearest neighbor to the east of us on 
Springfield Avenue is 75 feet away. 
Across the street the northeast prop- 
erty owner is the Satisfactory Con- 
struction Company. They are 85 feet 
away. And the others are spread down 
the line. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Let me ask you 
this, do you think the presence of a 
chicken market there is going to fur- 
ther enhance the value of property? 


Mr. Zemel: I absolutely do. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Do you think 
that is conducive for any business to 
come anywheres near a chicken mar- 
ket? 


Mr. Zemel: I believe there is. 
Springfield Avenue is a busy thor- 
oughfare. But they fail to limit and 
qualify that, that it stops at Tenth or 
Twelfth Street. 


Mayor Ellenstein: It is a main 
artery. 

Mr. Zemel: It may be a main 
artery— 


Mayor Ellenstein: It has vast pos- 
sibilities as to the future. 


Mr. Zemel: But you cannot pay 
taxes on possibilities. 


Mayor Ellenstein: But we can in- 
erease assessments by considering 
possibilities. If they are going to he 
affected by the presence of a chicken 
market there, why put further hard- 
ships ‘on them? How will a chicken 
market induce other businesses to 
come alongside of it? How would the 
presence of a chicken market induce 
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a man who wants to open a ladies’ 
wear. store, for example? 


Mr. Zemel: Prince Street has 
chicken markets, and there are other 
businesses on Prince Street. 


Mayor Ellenstein: It has lots of 
other things, too. Now, let me ask 
you this:, Assuming that your argu- 
ment is right, just assuming that it 
is right, don’t you think that I, as 
one of the representatives of the City, 
should regard the wishes of the prop- 
erty owners in that vicinity? 


Mr. Zemel; Absolutely. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is it. And 
as you say yourself, 28 out of those 
that you admit are property owners 
within a radius of 200 feet, and some 
outside of the radius object— 


. Mr. Zemel: We do not admit 28 are. 
You represent 


Mayor Ellenstein: 
two property owners? 


Mr. Zemel: I represent three prop- 
erty owners in the district. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Two, you men- 
tioned. 


Mr. Zemel: I have Kuhn’s righ di 
here. He is within the zone. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Mr. Roessler 
says he and Mr. Gehl represent 40 
property owners, and you dispute it. 


Mr. Zemel: If the is going to in- 
clude them within the 200—outside of 
the 200 foot zone, I have here a con- 
sent from Mr. Bernstein, who owns 
practically two blocks on Nineteentk 
Avenue in the rear of this property, in 
which he conducts a body building 
factory, and he also owns the garage 
opposite Mr. Heller. Here is his con- 
sent, 


Mayor Ellenstein: He does not use 


the property for residential purposes? 
Mr. Zemel: He lives there himself. 


Mayor Ellenstein: He is only an in- 
dividual as compared to the many 
others. He may not mind the odor 
or he may not mind the effect it would 
have upon a person, just as Mrs. 
Schwartz appeared here and said dur- 
ing the summer she is unable to go 
away; and that undoubtedly affects 
every tenant, you have to admit that. 
And I think that merely on that 
basis that all of these objectors who 
own property in that locality desire 
that there be no chicken market there, 
I fee, individually, I am only speak- 
ing for myself, that I respect the 
wishes of the vast majority in that 
locality, particularly so when it is 
based upon good, substantial grounds. 


Mr. Roessler: May I read some of 
the names and show how close we are 
to this property:

Mayor Ellenstein: We have the list. 
There isn’t any doubt about the fact 
that tae majority of the property 
owners in that locality are opposed 
to it. 


Mr. Zemel: I am at a loss to find 
where 17 owners were in there. 


Mr. Rankin: There is a question on 
one of them. That is 650, which is 
more tian 200 feet, and yet was noti- 
fied by the applicant. 


Mayor Ellenstein: There is one man 
you notified that was outside of the 
200 feet. 


Mr. Zemel:

Mayor Ellenstein: Does your hus- 
band own this property at 633 Spring- 
field Avenue, Mrs. Sckwartz? 


Mr. Gehl: That is a corporation and 
she has signed showing the signature 
of her as president oi that corpora- 
tion. 


Mayor Ellenstein; So here are pro- 
tests of sixteen property owners 
within the 200 feet. 


Mr. Zemel: Then iť we presented 
three within the 200 feet there are 
still some 14 who are non-committal, 


Mayor Ellenstein: Assuming they 
are non-committal, if these 16 believe 
it is going to affect their property, 
and the others are non-committal, and 
if you are agreed upon the general 
premise that the representatives of 
the City who have within their power 
to grant this permit should respect 
the wishes of the majority, then there 
isn’t anything else left to argue about. 
Those people who live in the vicinity 
feel it is going to hurt their property, 
and if you represented a property 
owner you would expect me, as a 
member of the Commission, to respect 
the wishes of the majority who are 


better qualified to determine than I 
am. 


Mr. Zemel: May I ask, Mr. Mayor, 
for a personal inspection of that 
vicinity— 


Mayor Ellenstein: That would not 
alter it as far as I am concerned per- 
sonally. I know your client would 
want me to act that way if he were 
affected, if the shoe was on the other 
foot. - 


Mr. Charles Zemel, 577 High Street: 


Mr. Mayor and gentlemen of the 
Commission, I wanted to ask you to 
grant this permit because my son who 
is a rabbi is interested in running 
that slaughter house. I remember 
` Prince Street, Newark, New Jersey, 
when there wasn’t one slaughter house 
in it, a little over forty years ago. 
After there was four or five or six 
or seven or eight or nine slaughter 
houses, there was an ‘objection to 
everyone. It was a bed of roses, be- 
cause we owned property that in- 
creased in leaps and bounds. The 
people came out to buy in Prince 
Street. 


Mayor Ellenstein: All right; let us 
interrupt you, Mr. Zemel. Assuming 
that all your arguments are correct, 
and you came here as a property 
owner. You live on High Street, and 
if you came here as a property owner, 
in conjunction with 80 per cent. of the 
other property owners, and you did 
not advance any argument at all, but 
you were opposed to a change in zon- 
ing on High Street, you would not 
think that this Commission was using 
its head if it granted that permit in 
the face of an objection from 80 per 
cent. of the property owners, would 
you? 


Mr. Zemel: But, your Honor, they 
did. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I do not consider 


it using their head. You would not 
think it was using their head or any- 
thing else, because after all, in the 
final analysis, we have got to respect 
the wishes of those property owners 
because they pay for the cost of gov- 
ernment. If you are going to injure 
them you are going to do them a foul 
injustice. So far as your argument is 
concerned, it may have all the merit 
in the world. But my suggestion to 
you is this, go to these property own- 
ers and advance those arguments, and 
if you can make them see your argu- 
ment that way they will withdraw 
their objections. This Commission 
wants to help every property owner. 
We know the problems you have and 


every other property owner has. 
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Mr, Charles Zemel: Mr. Mayor, 
they put a negro morgue on 606 High 
Street, and 99 per cent. of the peo- 
ple objected. I live in 611, and I could 
not stop it. 


Mayor Ellenstein: But the City had 
no legal power to stop it. 


Mr. Meyer Zemel, 826 South Thir- 
teenth Street: 


We have a big stake on Springfield 
Avenue. We own on Springfield Ave- 
nue at Fairmount Avenue 163 feet on 
Springfield. At the Laurel Garden 
we have 100 feet. At Fourteenth 
Street and Springfield Avenue we 
have 200 feet. At this other place 
we have 152 feet. The nearest neigh- 
bor would be 75 feet away or 85 feet 
away or 110 feet away. Nio body 
would be hurt. But if the majority 
wants it that way, and the Mayor of

The only opening to my 
place is this corner, and if that is 
taken away there is nothing for me 
to do but quit. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You are on Ort- 
chard Street? 


Mr. Miller: Yes, one block off this 
corner. 


Mayor Ellenstein: How does that 
apply to you? You don’t get any 
transients. 


Mr. Miller: Get it all from Broad 
Street. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is your place vis- 
ible from there? 


Mr. Miller: They come from Clinton 
Avenue. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is your building 
visible from Broad Street? 


Mr. Miler: Well they all know this 
corner, 


Mayor Ellenstein: We like to help 
everybody. But here is a man that 
has a property that is vacant, and he

This is a location catering particu- 
larly to transients. We paid $80,000 
in taxes already cn this property 
without income. We paid a lot of 
mortgage interest on this property, 
and we can not use it for anything. 


Mayor Ellenstein: How long is that 
block from Broad Street to Orchard 
Street? That is a long block, isn’t 
it? 


Mr. Miller: Yes, Mr. Mayor, that is 
quite a long block. 


Mayor Ellenstein: How would that 
affect you? It is about 350 feet. Do 
you mean to say a transient would 
go off Broad Street when you say 
your place is not visible from Broad 
Street? Can you see your place of 
business from Broad Street? 


Mr. Miller: No, but when they en- 
ter Orchard Street they could see it. 


Mayor Ellenstein: A gasoline sta- 
tion on Broad Street would naturally 
get the transients. I would have to 
know you quite intimately before I 
would go out of my way and off my 
route to get in there. That is a long 
block, as this blueprint shows. This 
is not a parking station. And there is 
a parking station there now. If any- 
thing, it might assist you, insofar as 
parking is concerned, because it cuts 
off that much of the property. The 
way I feel about it is this: here is a 
man has paid $80,000 in taxes and 
hasn’t got any revenue, He has paid 
a lot of money for interest. Certain- 
ly we have got to give him some re- 
lief. I do not want to see any small 
man go out of business, but, natural- 
ly, everyone that is in business is 
affected to some degree if there is a 
gasoline station anywhere in the City. 
There is a certain amcunt of gasoline 
bought in the City, and if there is an- 
other gasoline station, you or some 
other garage owner suffers by it. 
But, at the same time, we have to 
consider the other man. If you had a 


piece of property you got no income 
from, and you had paid $80,000 in 
taxes, and paid interest on the mort- 
gages, and if you had an opportunity 
to get a tenant who would contribute 
only a small part of your interest and 
taxes, you would look to the City 
Commission to help you, because you 
would say, “I have contributed $80,- 
000 to the City, and now I got a 
chance to pay my taxes and I get no 
relief.” That is the other side of it. 
I am sure every member of this Com- 
mission is in sympathy with every 
small garage owner like you; but, at 
the same time, we can not forget the 
man who has contributed. his share to 
the City. 


Commissioner Minisi: I move we 
concur in the recommendation of the 
Board of Adjustment. 


Commissioner Parnell: I second the 
motion. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The Clerk will 
call the roll. 


The Clerk: Commissioner Duffy? 


Commissioner Duffy: A word of ex- 
planation. On previous applications 
made to the Commission, one at Lin- 
coln Park and Broad Street and one 
at Clinton Avenue, I voted “no” on 
those applications.

I think 
it is a departure from good precedent 
to keep Broad Street to the highest 
caliber possible. There have been 
some applications on Broad Street in 
that vicinity which have been turned 
down in the past for the reason that 
the policy should be maintained to 
keep Broad Street of a high caliber. 
The Lincoln Park loeation was op- 
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posed strenuously, and at Washington 
and Clinton Avenue. And for that 
reason, I vote “no.” 


The Clerk: Commissioner Minisi? 


Commissioner Minisi: Mr. Mayor, I 
do not think this need be looked upon 
in the direct nature of a precedent. I 
think every application involving 
Broad Street should be considered 
strictly on its own merits. Now, here 
is an application that has the ap- 
proval of the Broad Street Associa- 
tion, and there certainly is no group 
of citizens or body of business men in 
this community more interested in 
preserving the integrity of Broad 
Street and preserving it to its proper 
use. I vote “yes.”

Section 1: It shall be the duty of 
every person, firm or corporation who 
shall have contracted or undertaken, 
or shall be bound, to heat or to fur- 
nish heat for any building or portion 
thereof, occupied as a home or place 
of residence of one or more persons, 
or as a business establishment where 
one or More nersons are employed, to 
heat or to furnish for.every occupied 
room in such building or portion 
thereof, so that a minimum tempera- 
ture of sixty-eight (68) degrees 
Fahrenheit may be maintained there- 
in at all such times. Provided, how- 
ever, that the provisions of this sec- 
tion shall not apply to buildings or 
portions: thereof, used and occupied 
for trades, businesses, or occupations 
where high or low temperatures are 
essential. 


For the purpose of this section, 


whenever a building is heated by 
means of a furnace, boiler or appar- 
atus under the control of the owner. 
agent or lessee, in the absence of a 
contract or agreement to the contrary 
shall be deemed to have contracted, 
undertaken, or bound himself or her- 
self to furnish heat in accordance 
with the »rovisions of this section. 


The term “at all such times” as 
used in this section unless otherwise 
provided by a contract or agreement, 
shall include the time between the 
hours of six o’clock in the morning 
and ten «’clock in the evening in a 
building or portion thereof, accupied 
as a home or place of residence, and 
during the usual working hours main- 
tained and established in a building 
or portion thereof, occupied as a busi- 
ness establishment, each day when- 
ever the outer temperature shall fall 
below fifty (50) degrees Fahrenheit. 


The term “Contract,” as used in 
this section, shall be taken to mean 
and include a written, verbal, or im- 
plied contract, lease or letting, and the 
presence of heating outlets, radiators, 
risers or returns in any hall or apart- 
ment, or sub-divisions of a house, 
shall be prima facie evidence of an 
implied contract. 


Section 2: Whenever a building is 
heated bv means of a furnace, boiler 
or apparatus under the control of the 
owner, agent or lessee, and in the 
event that said furnace, boiler or ap- 
paratus hecomes defective it shall be 
the duty of the owner, agent or lessee 
to properly repair the same.

Mayor Ellenstein: If there is any 
person here on that matter I want to 
state that the applicant has with- 
drawn her application for a permit to 
construct stores at 306 Sixth Avenue. 


Commissioner Franklin: I move the 
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request for a withdrawl of the appli- 
cation be granted. 


The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes:

The City Clerk presented the ap- 
plication of Sklar Bros. (Rebecca 
Schapiro and Jacob Lerman, owner), 
for the storage and sale of samples 
of finished sash, trim, etc.; premises 
202-204 Belmont Avenue, on condition 
that the storage of said fmished sash, 
trim, ete., be limited to one-half of 
the available storage space of the 
first floor area; that a walk-way two 
feet wide be maintained on all sides 
of the space used for such storage; 
that the storage of finished sash, 
trim, ete., be not permitted in the 
cellars and rear yards; and that no 
unfinished or bulk lumber storage be 
permitted on or in said premises; the 
use permitted hereunder to be limited 
to the period ending three years from 
date; and stated that today was the 
time fixed for hearing on the same. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there any per- 
son who desires to be heard in oppo- 
sition to this application ? 


Mr. Herman Russamanno, 60 Park 
Place: I voiced my objection last 
week on this application. Mr. Offen 
requested the adjournment. 


Mr. Samuel O. Offen, 60 Park 
Place: If your Honors please, the ob- 
jector does not come within the ter- 
ritory within which the act prescribes 
for objectors. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The Act provides 
that notice be given to those within 
two hundred feet, but any citizen can 
come in here and object. 


Mr. Offen: This matter has been 
pending since July. We have ap- 
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peared ın Police Court several itmes, 
We have also appeared before the 
Board of Adjustment, and there were 
several adjournments. This objection 
comes with poor grace at this time. 
These same people were involved in 
the same procedures and they never 
voiced any objections. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Now, let us hear 
all the objectors, Mr. Offen, and then 
you will have your opportunity. 


Commissioner Duffy: I would like 
to call Chief Towey, the Chief Engin- 
eer of the Fire Department. 


Chief Towey: Honorable Mayor and 
Honorable Directors, I made a per- 
sonal investigation on October 20th. 
Į addressed this letter to Mr. John B. 
Keenan, Fire Commissioner, Newark, 
New Jersey: 


“Dear Sir: I wish to inform 
you that I made a personal in- 
vestigation of the two buildings at 
Nos. 202-204 Belmont Avenue, this 
city Tuesday, October 16, 1934, and 
found large quantities of lumber were 
stored throughout both, including 
both cellars. 


“The Sklar Company, lumber deal- 
ers, occupy both buildings, and there 
are a number of tenants in the prem- 
ises at No. 202. 


“These buildings are of frame con- 
struction, and the storing of lumber 
in them constitutes a serious fire haz- 
ard. I would urgently recommend 
that immediate steps be taken to pro- 
hibit the storage of lumber in either 
building. 


“On October 29th, I made another 
investigation, and addressed this let- 
ter to Mr. John B. Keenan, Fire Com- 
missioner; : 


“In compliance with general orders, 
J herewith submit the following re- 
port: 
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“ I personally made an inspection 
with John J. Eber, Assistant Inspector 
of the Bureau of Combustibles and 
Fire Risks, of property located at 
202-204 Belmont Avenue, occupied bv 
Sklar Brothers for the storage and 
sale of sash, doors and lumber, etc. 


“Building at No. 202 Belmont Ave- 
nue is a three-story frame. First 
floor is used by Sklar Brothers for 
storage of lumber and office. Second 
and third floors are occupied by ten- 
ants, two apartments on each floor. 


“In the rear of 202 Belmont Ave- 
nue, lumber is stored in a one-story 
metal building and also in a one-story 
frame building. Lumber is also 
stored in the yard. The cellar is used 
by tenants. 


“Building, at 204 Belmont Avenue 
is a two-story frame. The entire 
building is used for storage of lum- 
ber, sash doors and trim. There are 
several piles of lumber in yard. 


“Exposure hazards—There is a 
large two-story frame building in the 
rear on Livingston Street. There is a 
three-story frame dwelling on the 
south side and a two-story brick 
building on the north side.” 


Now, gentlemen, I am charged by 
law with the duty of protecting life 
and property, and this is a ‘very ser- 
jous hazard, because people do not 
seem to be fire conscious. We will 
be no doubt charged and may be 
brought before the grand jury for al- 
lowing people to be living over a haz- 
ard like this. 


Now, back of this 202 they have a 
machine which they trim different 
parts of lumber, sash, doors and dif- 
ferent things, and if any kind of a 
fire gets in there these people will not 
be able to get out of the building. 


In addition to that, it will clean ont 
Belmont Avenue along there. Any 


part of this flimsy material, shavings 
and so forth, and people careless in 
the building, would cause a fire, and 
I do nct feel it should be allowed 
there. 


Mr. Offen: Chief Towey, you say 
the entire building is occupied at 202 
by tenants? 


Chief Towey: There are two that 
I saw the last time. 


Mr. Ofen: Did you notice a fire es- 
cape on the southside of the house? 


Chief Towey: Yes. 


Mr. Offen: Did you examine the 
premises occupied by Sklar Brothers 
‘at 202 on the first floor? 


Chief Towey: Yes, sir. 


Mr. Offen: And what is your de- 
scription of the physical appearance 
of that store? 


Chief Towey: Why, the front of the 
store he has an office in it. The rear 
of it he has his machine where he cuts 
and trims his lumber. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there any ma- 
chinery there at all, Chief? 


Chief Towey: There was a little 
‘saw in the rear. It is for the purpose 
of trimming. 


Mr. Offen: Now, if your Honor 
please, we will admit for the purpose 
of this hearing that certain violations 
exist there, or had existed, which 
violations we had attempted and par- 
tially eliminated, but we could not 
possibly go ahead and go to the ex- 
pense of a good deal of moving before 
we hear the decision of this Board. 
However, if this Commission recom- 
mends or concurs in the recommenda- 
tion of the Board of Adjustment, we 
will absolutely comply with the rec- 
‘ommendations. 
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Mayor Ellenstein: The Chief said 
from his observation and own knowl- 
edge that it is a serious fire hazard. 
With all this inflammable material 
around and with all these frame 
houses, isn’t that a fire hazard? I 
think it is your duty as a citizen, and 
certainly the duty of this Commis- 
sion to see that all fire hazards are 
eliminated. 


Commissioner Duffy: Mr. Fiverson, 
of the Building Department. 


Mr. William Fiverson: Mr. Mayor 
and gentlemen of the Commission, I 


have made a number of inspections 
of the property at 202-204 Belmont 
Avenue. My last inspection was 
made yesterday at about twelve 
o’clock, and I found conditions the 
same yesterday as I have found on a 
half dozen previous inspections which 
I made. I found that at 204, which 
is the three-story frame building, oc- 
cupied by Sklar Brothers as a wood- 
working business and the storage of 
lumber and trim. At No. 204 is a 
three-story frame building which Sklar 
Brothers occupy the ground story 
and there are accommodations for 
four families in the two upper floors. 
Three of these apartments were ten- 
anted and one was vacant. In fact, 
there was a prospective tenant look- 
ing at the vacant apartment while I 
was there. At the rear of No. 202 in 
the yard was stored a large quantity 
of lumber. There is also a frame 
shed in the rear of the property which. 
is also stored with lumber, as well as 
a sheet metal garage also filled with 
lumber. At No. 204 they occupy the 
entire building. The front of that 
building, or ground story, is occupied 
by the office of Sklar Brothers, and at 
the rear is a woodworking shop with 
machinery in it, and the machinery 
that was there yesterday was a cir- 
cular saw and a band saw, 


Commissioner Duffy: Lieutenant 
Kass of the Police Department. 
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Lieutenant Kass: In April of this 
year, I believe it was the fifth of 
April, I visited 202 and 204 Belmont 
Avenue, the sash and door and trim 
concern of Sklar Brothers. As I 
went into it on my first visit, as you 
enter the door at 202 there is an of- 
fice at the left or south side of room. 
Right directly ahead is a rack in the 
center of the room leading from the 
floor to the celiling where trim was 
kept on it, light material. As you go 
up to the northerly side of the room 
there is doors and sash standing 
there; and you go into a small room, 
or, in other words, the northwest 
corner of that room is a small, the 
larger room has a small room. In 
that we found a work bench and rack 
on the west side of the wall about 
halfway up from the floor that had 
a lot of sash on it. On that visit it 
was impossible for me to get from 
the outer room, or from the more 
easterly room to the westerly room 
unless I walked sideways, it was 
packed so with doors and sash. 


From there we found that there 
was a door leading out on the north- 
erly side of the northwest room. That 
was blocked with lumber so that you 
could not get out. From there we 
went on over to a small room, I will 
say on the southwesterly portion of 
that first floor. There was sash and 
doors in that. That was in a little 
better shape, you could at least walk 
through that without walking side- 
ways. 


We then went into 202—I might 
say that the building of 202 is the 
three-family frame building. At that 
time there was, I believe, as I recall 
it, there was three colored tenants liv- 
ing upstairs. There is a fire escape 
on this building on the westerly side 
or yard side of that building, an iron 
fire escape. 


The next house is 204, a small two- 
family house, or years ago, as I recail 
it from being up in that neighbor- 
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hood—no, it was a one-family house. 
These two- rooms, I will say the most 
easterly room on the first floor in the 
rear of that was a work bench, a cir- 
cular saw, a small band saw, and a 
motor unguarded. There was also: 
wood and trim in this, and doors, fin- 
ished doors. As you go from that 
door up to the second floor there is a 
stairway leading up. Doors are pack- 
ed between the wall and the stair- 
case. As you get upstairs we found 
on our first visit glass in cases, tar 
paper, and in the back, in the most 
westerly room on the second floor, 
was again racks with the small sash 
onto it. 


In the yard we found the lumber 
packed into a small shed close to a 
hollow brick wall. Next to that was 
a metal garage packed with lumber. 
The lumber was stretched in a north- 
ern and southerly direction, back and 
forth across that yard. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there any 
other person who desires to be heard 
in opposition? 


Captain Eber, in charge of the 
Bureau of Combustibles, Fire Depart- 
ment: I made an inspection of 202 
and 204 Belmont Avenue, and just 
what the Chief said and the other 
gentlemen said, I consider that busi- 
ness in that location a serious fire 
hazard and recommend no permit be 
granted. ` 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there any 
other person who desires to object? 


(No response). 


Mr. Sklar: I intend to comply with 
all recommendations. No machinery 
has been working for the past month. 
We have been in the sash and trim 
business for fifteen years and never 
had a fire. 


Mayor Ellenstein: If there is a fire 
hazard there 1s no law that compels 


this political body or any other po- 
litical body to keep them in their 
place, if it is injurious to the welfare 
and the safety of the inhabitants of 
the city. 


Commissioner Duffy: Mr. Mayor, 
pardon the interruption. Three of the 
businesses mentioned in that state- 
ment have moved. Notices have been 
sent to 48, 54, 70, 92, 154, 195, 202 
and 229 Belmont Avenue. 


Mr. Samuel Steigler, 1048 Broad 
Street: I was up there last Tuesday. 
On the left side is an office, in the 
center of the store is a rack with 
molding, and on the sides is a three 
and one-half foot passageway which 
you can lead around on all sides. In 
the rear is two doors which you can 
walk back. The place was clean and 
orderly. 


Mr. Julius Klein: 49 Clinton Street: 
If that lumber is stored properly in 
there it is no more hazard than scrap 
iron improperly stored. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there anyone 
else who desires to be heard? 


Commissioner Duffy: Mr. Mayor, 
may I reiterate the program of the 
Building and Fire Department. Two 
have already moved out, three have 
agreed to move out, and the rest are 
in court. It is not my purpose or de- 
sire to interfere with the program of 
the Fire or Building Departments. T 
move that we do not concur in the 
recommendation of the Board of Ad- 
jutsment. 


Commissioner Franklin: I second 
the motion. 


The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow. 
ing votes;

Mr. Harold Laifer, Lefcourt Build- 
ing: I have nobody here that can 
verify our position. May I ‘have the 
opportunity of bringing them next 
week? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Do you want an 
adjournment for a week? 


Commissioner Duffy,; You will be 
ready next week? 


Mr. Laifer: I have a matter in At- 
lantic City next week. Would your 
Honors put it off for two weeks? 


Commissioner Duffy moved that the 
application be laid over for two 
weeks.

There is 
two frames in the rear of these 
stores facing Orange Street.

The cellar ceiling is not plastered, 
and there is no cement floor in the 
cellar, which are all violations of the 
Building Code. It adjoins this frame 
building on the south with a little 
sort of addition in the rear of the 
building that directly adjoins it. 
There is no opening between the 
tavern building on the south and this 
building in question; they are directly 
joined at that point; and in my opin- 
ion, due to the storage of lumber 
there and the nature of the business, 
it is hazardous. In my opinion it is 
susceptible to fire even though the 
walls are covered on the inside with 
metal, there are no fire stops in this 
building at the floor levels, and due 
to any faulty wiring or short circuits 
or anything of that nature which may 
occur between the ceiling of one floor 
and the floor above, the fire then 
would creep above the outside clap 
boards, and that wire covering inside 
—or metal covering inside, it would 
eat out the structural members of the 
board. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I understand this 
application is predicated upon the re- 
moval of all machinery and the pre- 
cluding of the storage of lumber, and 
just the use for storage or sale of 
samples, finished sash and trim. As I 


understand you, you say because of 
the wiring now existing between the 
floor and the ceiling of the upper 
floor, that it is very prone to a short 
circuit. I presume you predicate that 
upon the fact it was the old method 
of insulation and installation of wir- 
ing, and it makes it much more prone 
to a short circuit which would start 
a fire. 


Mr. Connolly: Yes. 


Mayor Ellenstein: If that condition 
were removed— 


Mr. Connolly: They would still have 
the cellar condition. They have an 
open ceiling in the cellar. If any- 
thing would happen in that cellar it 
would crawl up behind the metal cov- 
ering of those walls. 


Commissioner ‘Duffy: Mr. Bigelow, 
will you testify so we will have your 
testimony in the minutes? 


Mr. Bigelow: I understand that this 
place has been recently changed in 
occupancy, particularly the second 
floor, the first floor having been a 
store was used for business. The sec- 
ond story, I understand, previously 
was used as a dwelling. Our Building 
Code prohibits the use of any second 
floor in a frame building for business 
purposes unless it was originally 
erected for that purpose. These little 
stores are all the same: They have 
porch balusters, sash, doors, pieces of 
trim, and so on, and they are piled up 
ready for sale. Some times if they 
get a large order they have to send 
outside for them. That is what you 
people propose to do. 


In a fireproof building we require 
that that steel girder, that steel col- 
umn, be covered with fireproof ma- 
terial to protect it from the heat. No- 
thing will go out of shape so quickly 
as metal. Only two or three hundred 
degrees, and your sheet metal will 
twist. Fire proof material we re- 
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quire to stand eighteen hundred to 
two thousand degrees of heat before 
we consider it fireproof. So if the 
Chief says this place is bad, it is un- 
doubtedly bad. 


Captain John J. Eber: Mr. Mayor 
and City Commissioners, I made an 
inspection of these premises at 6 
South 11th Street, the Roseville Sash 
and Door. My last inspection was 
yesterday afternoon. It is a two- 
story frame, first floor used as an 
office, and the second floor is used as 
a mill room, they have two machines 
up there. And at the time of the in- 
spection the floor was just simply 
covered with sawdust and shavings. 
He is practically manufacturing doors 
and sashes and window frames. And 
there are two motors right on the 
floor that were covered with sawdust. 
And there is a building, I believe, on 
the south, two-story frame. It is 
abcut three foot away from this Rose- 


ville Sash and Door Building. In the 


front there is a one-story brick at- 
tached. The second floor is about 20 
by 50. The first floor used by the 
Roseville Sash and Door is about 12 
feet wide by about 18 feet long. If 
you have a fire on the first floor, any- 
body on the second floor will simply 
have to jump out of the window. I 
think in my own opinion, no frame 
building should be used for millwork; 
a fire will spread in it very rapidly. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Do you think, 
Captain, if the lower floor or both 
floors were to be used for a sample 
room of finished sash and trim and 
wood products, and things of that 
character, without any manufacturing 
being done in the building of any de- 
seription, do you think then it would 
be a fire hazard? 


Captain Eber: It is according to 
how much samples you are going to 
have in the building. If you are only 
going to have a few I would not call 
it a hazard. 


+ 


Mayor Ellenstein: You know the 
usages of a place of this character? 


Captain Eber: Yes, they need quite 
a lot of lumber in there to make it 
pay, because if you go there you want 
to buy several feet of lumber or a 
door or sash. 


Lieutenant Kass: I visited this 
place on October 29th at about ten- 
forty-five in the morning. As I en- 
tered the place, which is about 50 foot 
from the corner of Orange Street, on 
the first floor to the left as I stepped 
in the doorway there was a desk. In 
along the sidewalls on the east side of 
the lower floor was a lot of finished 
doors and sashes. To the south end 
of that there is a smal] room right 
at the stairs that had trim standing 
up in it, and quite a dark little hall- 
way. And there is a winding stairs 
leading from there to the second floor. 
I would say the floor space on that 
would be somewhere in the neighbor- 
hood of 50 feet long and possibly any- 
wheres from eighteen to twenty feet 
wide. On’ the extreme northwesterly 
corner is a work bench, probably about 
twelve feet long and about four feet 
wide. To the north there is two win- 
downs which face the extension of a 
market facing Orange Street, the 
building being built close up to this 
little frame house. On the west side, 
about the center of the room, there is 
a rack where trim is kept. Leading 
from the floor to the ceiling, the ceil- 
ing and sidewalls being! of metal, the 
rack has trim from the floor to the 
ceiling. On the floors there are 
boards all along there, allowing just 
about space to walk through. In the 
center of the room there is a circlé 
saw, a joiner and band saw. On a 
prior visit to this place there was a 
large motor in the center of the room 
which operates the circle saw. 1 told 
the gentleman that runs the place 
that I thought he ought to put a 
guard over the motor, it was rather 
dangerous in the condition 1t was m. 
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I made a second visit later and 
that motor was still in the same 
condition as the first time I went 
there. On both sides of the floor 
there was wood, and trim stood 
all over the second floor, just about 
room to walk through. And, of 
course, sawdust and shavings all over 
the place. 


Mr. Henry Green: Mr. Mayor, do I 
understand you are going to remove 
hazards like Belmont Avenue sur- 
rounded by frame buildings? 


Mayor Ellenstein: I think that is 
what, Director Duffy has in mind, all 
those manufacturers that are fire 
hazards, throughout the city. 

Commissioner Duffy: Several of 
them have removed voluntarily. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Director Duffy 
says severa] have removed voluntarily 
after being served with notice by the 
Department, 


Mr. Fred H. Klein, 40 Clinton 
Street, Insurance Agent, testified 
that he, on behalf of fire insurance 
company, examined the premises to - 
ascertain whether or not they were 
hazardous to fire and it was his opin- 
ion that if the power machinery in the 
building was removed it would be no 
more hazardous than any other stor- 
age or mercantile accupancy. 


Mr. Sam Koldorf, 194 Avon Ave- 
nue: The neighborhood is killed now 
so don’t kill it any more, and don’t 
put shops in a section where there 
should be no shop. 


Mr. Laifer: Do you live there? 
Mr. Koldorf: I don’t live’ at the 
present time there, but I lived twen- 


ty-two years. 


Mr. Laifer: You never had any ob- 
jection to that, did you? 


Mr. Koldorf: Well, I just said two 
words. 


Mr. Laifer I refer your Honor to 
the case of Finkel against Kaltenbach, 
reported in 132 Atlantic Reporter, 
page 197. This case holds that as- 
suming for the sake of argument that 
the premises were conducted as they 
are, and that they were a fire hazard, 
nevertheless, this honorable board 
would not be justified in refusing a 
permit unless the premises were dan- 
gerous to the health, welfare and, pub- 
lic health, safety and public welfare 
of the community. 


Mayor Ellenstein: If it was a fire 
hazard it would be. 


Mr. Laifer: Not necessarily. This 
case says that. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Doesn’t that af- 
fect the welfare and safety of the 
public if it is a fire hazard? 

Commissioner Franklin: What is 
the date of that decision? 


Mr. Laifer: 1926. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The decision is 
evidently predicated on the fact that 
the City did not have sufficient fire 
apparatus to combat any ordinary 
fire. There, of course, I can under- 
stand if the court held that it is not 
a hazard because of the inability of 
the City to furnish proper safeguards. 


Mr. Laifer: Irrespective of that 
fact, assuming that it were a fire 
hazard this Board would not be just- 
ified in refusing to grant a permit on 
those grounds, and this case specifical- 
ly holds that. 


Commissioner Franklin: On what 
point did that turn, on the City’s right 
to zone the locality? 


Mr. Laifer: There was an applica- 
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tion made for a gasoline permit there, 
and the City raised the point— 


Mayor Ellenstein; That they did not 
have sufficient apparauts. 


Mr. Laifer: It was out of the proper 
zoning district and that it was a fire 
hazard. And the Supreme Court, on 
application for a writ of mandamus, 
held that irrespective if it was a fire 
hazard, the City was not justified in 
refusing the permit. 


Commissioner Franklin: Do you 
know that in 1927 a constitutional 
amendment was passed after that 
case in 1926? 


Mr. Laifer: No, I do not. 


Commissioner Franklin: Well, look 
up your constitutional amendment of 
1927. What is the date of that case? 


My. Laifer: 1925. This is on a con- 
stitutional question. 


Commissioner Franklin: They all 
turn on the point of the City’s right 
to zone the locality. 


Mr. Laifer: No. This case holds 
that depriving a man of using prop- 
erty or taking property without just 
compensation— 


Commissioner Franklin: That was 
the constitutional question. But the 
point involved was the City’s right to 
zone the locality. That was in 1925. 
Now, you look at your 1927 constitu- 
tional amendment. 


Mr. Laifer: Well, I haven’t read 
that. That was the case of Sarg vs. 
Hooper, 128 Atlantic Reporter, page 
376. 


Commissioner Franklin: What is 


the date of that case? 


Mr. Laifer: This is a 1925 decision 
too. 


vd 


Commissioner Franklin: Well, all 
those have no legal effect at this time. 


Mr. Laifer: All these cases hold 
that if there is no obligation of 
health, welfare or public safety in the 
community, in the neighborhood in 
which this prospective permit is ap- 
plied for, then this Board is not just- 
ified in denying a permit, and so the 
Supreme Court held,. irrespective of 
whether it is a fire hazard it is the 


duty of the City to furunish proper ` 


fire apparatus to conform with the 
variations that are made by the hon- 
orable commission. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Then you think 
that if there was something real haz- 
ardous, it is the City’s duty to sta- 
tion several firemen on the premises? 


Mr, Laifer: Yes, to furnish a fire 
department so it would be adequate. 


Mayor Ellenstein: It is adequate 
now. 


Commissioner Duffy: Their main 
job is fire prevention. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You heard the 
testimony that lumber was stored on 
the two floors to the full capacity of 
the room, and that there was just 
barely room for a man to pass be- 
tween them. These men who testified 
on the part of the City have no mo- 
tive in doing so. They are men who 
are entirely in sympathy with every- 
body that is trying to get along, par- 
ticularly these days. 


Commissioner Duffy: I move non- 
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concurrence in the recommendation of 
the Zoning Board. 


Commissioner Franklin: I second 
the motion. 


The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by. the follow- 
ing votes:
